Girl Takes Her Life. 

With her head muffled in the bed clothing 
and a revolver still pressed against her 
temple, a young woman, whose name is 
supposed to be Miss M. Strausiger, was 
found dead in her room at No. 304 Chicago 
avenue at 4:30 p. m. yesterday. She had 
lived there since March 4. The young 
woman evidently ended her own life after 
days of careful preparation. The case isa 
mystery. It was rumored last night thatshe 
was of a good family living on Knob Hill, St. 
Louis; She was expected at home two weeks 
ago. 

The hour at which she fired the fatal shot 
could only be guessed, for when found the 
body was cold. It is thought she shot her- 
self at about 3:30 a. m. on Tuesday. 

Hear a Muffied Shot. 

At that time the landlady of the boarding- 
house, Mrs. M. J. Van Ness, and a number 
of her fejlow-boarders heard a muffled pistol 
shot. The report was so faint no one sus- 
pected it came from within the house, and no 
Not until 4:30 p. 
m. was any attempt made to force a way 
into Miss Strausiger’s room. Then she was 
found shrouded in the bed clothes dead. 
Not @ letter nor tell-tale paper of any kind’ 
could be found. On the clothing were the 
letters, M. S., and in the pocket of her dress 
was found a notebook from Washington, 
D. C., and some wrapping paper marked 
Springfield, Mo. 


Gives Her Name as Strausiger.. 

The young woman applied to Mrs. Van 
Ness for a room on March 4, She said she 
was sent by a Miss Evans of the Denison 
millinery store in Wabash avenue. Miss 
Evans was unknown to Mrs. Van Ness, but 
the young lady was given a small front room 
on the second floor. She said her name was 
Miss Strausiger, that she came from St. 
Louis, where her father was a commission 
merchant, and that by occupation she wasa 
mftliner, |\but beyond that never mentioned 
her family, friends or history. 

She wad*exceedingly quiet and seldom left 
the house. She never received letters or 
callers: She took her meals in different 
places in the neighborhood and seemed well 
supplied with money. Her clothing was 
plain ‘but rich and she gave evidences of re- 
finement and good education. § 


Trouble with Her Mother. 

From ‘the few remarks the girl let drop, 
Mrs. Van Ness surmised she had had 
trouble with her mother and left home on 
that account. Thursday she sent to her 
mother in St. Louls a considerable sum of 
money and on Monday forwarded all her 
clothing save what she had on to the same 
address by the American Express company. 

On Monday night Mrs. Van Ness found a 
number of torn letters in the bath-room and 
noticed that Miss Strausiger was exceed- 
ingly neryous. 

At 4 p. m. yesterday Edith Van Ness was 
sent to call the girl, and when repeated rap- 
pings failed to arouse her C. P. Hughey, one- 
of the boarders, peered through the transom 
and saw her apparently asleep in bed. He 
gained admission to the room through her 
window and then discovered that the young 
woman was dead. 

The body was removed to Roiston’s morgue 
by the police of the East Chicago Avenue

Ringleaders of Strike. 

Ringleaders in the strike are Barney Ar- 
buckles, cook; James Gilligan, billiard-room 
‘manager; Frank Dundas, in card room; and 
Frank Condon, in bowling alley. 

Of all the employés, big and little, only 
two boys remained in the club—the 
door boy and an assistant to the man who 
chalks the billiard cues. The culinary de- 
partment was non-existent, and so was the 
staff that conducted the bowling contests. 
So the 250 members and women guests faced 
trouble when they reached the club-house. 

The walk-out, the strikers claim, was due 
to the long hours which they were obliged 
to put in, and to other indignities that were 
heaped upon them. 

The men claim to have a long list of griev- 
ances. One of them is that Manager B. H. 
Hannaford took some of the perquisites 
away from them. They say he took the ice- 
cream leavings and distributed them among 
his friends at Woodstock. Manager Han- 
naford denies this most emphatically. He 
says he néver interfered whatever with what 
belonged to the staff employés. The men 
also claim that they have grievances against 
the club on account of the “‘ meddling” of 
an employment agent named Brailey, locat- 
ed at No. 53 Dearborn street. 

The walkout of the staff employés, it is 
claimed by Mr. J. R, Hoagland, Vice-Presi- 
dent and member of the House committee, 
did not seriously interfere with the function 
last night. 

“We scarcely remembered by 8 o’clock 
that a strike was in progress,” said he. 
**The places of the men were filled at once 
by men from the Kenwood Apartments, and 
preparations were made for lunch by a new 
staff of cooks and waiters. We served 
luncheon at 10:30, and the menu contained 
everything which we had planned. The 
members of the House committee feel that 
the staff did not treat the committee as they 
ought. They never came to us with their 
grievances, but they simply walked out with- 
out warning. If they were obliged to work 
long hours we knew nothing of it.”” 

Night Passes as Usual. 

Manager Hannaford said that if Employ- 
ment Agent Brailey was the cause of the 
trouble it was not known tohim. Only one 
employé had been secured from this agency 
and the agent had no authority over the men 
after they entered his service. He said the 
men had to work no longer hours than at 
any club.

Much of the property occupied by churches 
is in the name of the Bishop for the congre- 
gation, and when it is ‘ used for public wor- 
ship’ the statute has been held applicable.”

Practically every meg] that I have taken 
since last summer, except those taken at 
Shaw’s Springs, was under the scrutiny of 
my wife and subject to her approval.’ Iam 
now reaping the benefit of this self-denial 
in the enjoyment of renewed youth and vital- 
ity, and believe that I have many years of 
sound health ahead of me, independent ef the 
result of the impending contest. I havé 
never been as free from nervotis anxiety 
as I am at the present moment, and this I 
largely attribute to my present state of 
health, 

Your representative quizzed me at break- 
fast the other morning as to what consti- 
tutes in my case the most anxious moment 
on the eve of a battle. In my experience it 
is when I am in the Grooming coom waiting 
for the call into the ring. I am impatient 
to take my place on the stage and have the 
hostilities begin. I cannot brook delays, 
and while it does not disturb my nerves it 
does. control my thoughts, and the actual 
battle is my only relief. That is true of me 
to some extent from the time I reach “ the 
edge of condition,” but it does not become 


a controlling feeling until I am located 


’ where | have nothing to do but to count the 


minutes until the gong sounds. 

This morning I played two games of hand- 
ball with my friend J. C. Nealon, and won 
them both. In the two games that I played 
with Al Hampton we broke even. The rest 
of my morning work was on the wrist ma- 
chine and punching bag. My arms and legs 
are thoroughly rested, my wind is good, and 

am in every respect in perfect fet- 
tle. I took a walk this afternoon just to 
keep my system opened up. Last evening 
myself and staff were entertained at the 
springs with a large delegation from San 
Francisco, made up mostly by members of 
the Olympic club.

This brings the question of weight into 
the argument, So far as actual measure- 
ments and the driving power which emanates 
from weight are concerned, I think Fitz has 
the advantage, and {f the men were equal in 
all other respects, I would have no hesitancy 
‘in picking Fitz to win. But there are other 
qualifications besides the ability to hit hard 
attached to the weight feature. 

Corbett’s weight is more equally distributed 
than Fitz's, and this will stand to him if 
there is much clinching, or if the fight lasts 
longer than expected. Fitzis top-heavy and 
should be easier to put off his balance than 
Corbett. His legs are not so robust, and 
even if I did not know positively what a 
stayer Jim is, I should select him to outlast 
Fitz when it came to goimg a journey. 

In general ringmanshir Corbett has no 
peer. He has met all kinds and conditions 
of boxers and has never received a mark of 
any consequence, hor has he been hit hard 
enough to make him dizzy. Fitz, on the 
other hand, has been in trouble to some ex- 
tent nearly every time he has fought. There 
is a doubt, of course, as to whether he was 
at ali times as badly injured as he pretended 
to be, but the fact remains, nevertheless, 
that such men as Choynski; Maher, and 
Hall have reached him good and hard at 
different times. 


Ready for a Surprise. 

I name Corbett to win on account of his 
superiority in most of the talents possessed 
by fighters, but at the same time I am keep- 
ing myself in such @ frame of mind that if 
the other man should upset my forecast I 
will not be overwhelmed with surprise. Cor- 
bett, I believe, will prove stronger than Fitz 
in the clinches. If he decides that Bob is 
too sinuous and slippery, Jim may elect to 
let the clinch and hit clause go by default, 
and make a stand-away fight, depending 
upon hia cleverness in other directions to 
land him a victory. 

This is not the only way of looking at these 
features of it, however; Fitz may hurt Cor- 
bett, but I hardly think Bob js lively enough 
on his feet to keep out of Corbett’s way. if 
James decides that mixing it is the best 
thing. 

Corbett is better trained than Fitz. Thia 
is patent to any one who has followed the 
men in their work. It is not saying that 
Fitz’s condition is faulty. He is as good as 
most boxers are on the eve of a battle. But 
Corbett’s condition is simply superb. If 
circumstances should combine to make the 
fight a long one I think Corbett will outlast 
his opponent.

Great masses of troops 
are being forwarded from Athens and other 
points. 

Enemies Without and Within. 

Item Pasha, the Turkish Field Marshal 
who commands the whole force in Mace- 
donia, says that if war begins Turkey will 
not be satisfied with anything less than the 
conquest of Greece, but if he could see the 
rushing, singing processions of armed Greek 
peasants moving towards the frontier and 
should know how many thousands of rifles 
are secreted among the Christians in Mace- 
donia he might change his mind. The mo- 
ment war begins there will be revolution in 
every Greek island owned by Turkey. 
Epirus and Macedonia will be attacked 
simultaneously by insurgents within and by 
the Greek army without. Even if the 
Greeks are beaten they know that Russia 
and the other great powers will ,destroy 
Buropean Turkey as an entity. 


Forced Into War. 

The powers gave the crown to King 
George, but'they seem to be determined to 
force him into war to keep it, for the Greek 
army will refuse to remain idle while their 
flag is trailing in the dust. 

One terrible fact, however, stares the army 
in the face. How can Greece fight Turks 
if the powers blockade her ports and render 
her navy ineffective? 

Six thousand soldiers have landed at Volo 
tonight on their way to the frontier. When 
the Crown Prince goes to the frontier that 
will be the signal for fight. For that rea- 
son the King will not allow the time of his 
departure from Athens to be known. 

Crown Prince to Command.

Athens, March 16.—[Copyright, 1897.]—

NOTHING NOW CAN PREVENT WAR. 


Greece Has Its Plan of Campaign Fally 
Prepared and the Center of 
Interest Is Shifted. 


Athens, March 16.—It is the general belief 
here that nothing now can prevent war, and 
that the government has its plan of cam- 
paign fully prepared. The Cabinet had a 
long session today as to the attitude to be 
taken in face of the coercive program of 
Europe, and it is reported that a decision 
was reached to take active measures as 
being the only solution possible for Greece. 

The center of interest is now transferred 
from Crete to the Macedonian frontier. It 
is evident from the haste which the govern- 
ment has displayed in getting all its avail- 
able troops off by sea before the commence- 
ment of the blockado that there is a strong 
conviction .that they will be needed at once. 

With the sea route closed, the transporta- 
tion of troops must be overland, and this 
would be an exceedingly slow and difficult 
process, owing to the lack of horses and the 
incomplete railway system in the northern 
portions of Greece. Many of the war cor- 
respondents have already arrived at Volo, 
Larissa, and other frontier points. The 
Greek officers on the frontier find the ut- 
most difficulty in restraining their men, and

TURKISH TROOPS ON WAR - FOOTING. 


Furloughs Among the Redifs Stopped 
and the Hamidieh Regiment 
Called to Arms. 


Constantinople, March 16.—The Porte has 
sent orders to Erzeroum, Roumania, to stop 
all furloughs among the Redifs (first re- 
serves). The Hamidieh regiment is to be 
placed on a war footing. 

The Ambassadors to the Porte have been 
intrusted with the task of drafting a scheme 
of Cretan autonomy. 


VASSOS RETIRES TO A SECURE SPOT. 


Indications That Greece Is Firmly Re- 
solved Not to Recall the * 
Troops. 


Canea, March 16.—Col. Vassos has trans- 
ferred his headquarters to Sphakia, the most 
mounfanious and inaccessible position in the 
island. This is held to indicate that Greece 
is firmly resolved not to recall her troops, a 
step which is regarded as impossible in face 
of the- strong national feeling. Col. Vassos 
will strongly fortify his new camp, which is 
revictualed for several months. He is now 
able to await the progress of events. 

The Russian Consul has received formal 
instructions to proclaim autonomy for Crete, 
but the other Consuls still remain without 
them. The Admirals consider that this step 
has been taken too late. After a confer- 
ence today the Consuls addressed notes to 
their respective embassies declaring that if 
any portion of the marines should be with- 
drawn from Canea looting and lawlessness, 
aggravated by hunger, will dangerously in- 
crease. 

The Admirals of the- foreign fleets have 
not yet proclaimed the blockade of the Island 
of Crete, as decided upon by the powers. 
The Greek squadron, with the exception of 
two vessels, has left Cretan waters, and the 
a vessels referred to are preparing to 
eave. 


GREECE THANKS THE UNITED STATES. 


Minister of Foreign Affairs Acknowl- 
edges the Resolution of the 
Senate. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—Secretary 


Sherman today sent to the Senate a note re- 


ceived from Mr. Botassi, Consul-General 
of Greece at New York, transmitting a ca- 
blegram from the Greek Minister of Foreign 
Affairs in acknowledgment of the resolution 
agreed to by the Senate before the expiration 
of the last session expressing sympathy with 
the Cretan revolutionists. The cablegram 
is as follows: 

* To the United States Senate: The warm 
thanks of the Greek Nation as well as of the 
government of Greece are due for the ex- 
pression of its sympathies, which are a most 
valuableassistance to us toward the accom- 
plishment of our national aspirations.” 

New York, March 16.—([Special.}—‘‘ Seven 
regular army officers have offered to énlist 
in the cause of Greece and fifteen other 
Americans have volunteered their services 
as privates. Five doctors and surgeons are 
also eager to go to the front,’’ said Consul- 
General Botassi today, but he declined to 
give their names. A former Cuban General 
came to the consulate and offered to go. 


DELAY IN ELEVATION OF CARDINAL. 


Fears It Would Paralyze Work of 
Pacification in the United States— 
May Take Place in October. —~ 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Rome, March 16.—(Copyright, 1897.]—A 
high prelate of whom I asked the reasons 
why Archbishop Corrigan would not be 
raised to the Cardinalate informed me to- 
day that the Congregation Fide had given 
unfavorable judgment. The reason for this 
is not of a personal character, but is believed 
to be due to a desire of the Vatican not to 
paralyze the work of pacification which it 
has initiated in the Episcopate of the United 
States. 

This is now proceeding efficaciously, 
thanks to the tact and skill of Mgr. Mar- 
tinelli, and when it is finished Archbishop 
Corrigan will certainly be created a Car- 
dinal, to which dignity no other American 
Bishop has the same claim.

PROF. FISKE LECTURES IN CHICAGO. 


“ Customs and Society of Old Virginia” 
Discussed Before a Select Audience 
‘at Historical Society’s Building. 


People prominent in literary and social 
circles of Chicago listened last night to the 
lecture on “* Customs and Society of Old Vir- 
ginia’”’ given by Prof. John Fiske of Cam- 
bridge before the Chicago Historical So- 
ciety. 

‘* Never,”’ said the lecturer, “‘ was therea 
finer type of rural society than was charac- 
teristic of Old Virginia in its manly sim- 
plicity, its love of intelligence, its disinter- 
ested, thorough wholesomeness, its perfect 
dignity, its breezy activity, and the whole- 
some sympathy which found its.consummate 
flower im the personality of George Wash- 
ington. 

“The peculiar conditions which governed 
the economic development of Virginia were 
those relating to the cultivation of tobacco 
on large plantations, and the crooked phys- 
ical configuration of the land, with its deep 
tidewater inlets and rivers. The business 
of trading was looked down upon as an occu- 
pation unbecoming te gentlemen, and there 
were mo large export centers, as each plan- 
tation had its own wharf whence its tobacco 
was shipped by the trading vessels to En- 
giand. Country stores were scattered 
throughout the counties, but only English 
manufactured wares were sold. Even na- 
tive songsters were tagged ‘ English mock- 
ing birds’ in order to cater to the trade for 
imported articles from Old Engiand. 

“The fluctuating value of the monetary 
standard, Which was t , contributed 
toward a spirit of extravagance and bad 
management in business. But hospitality 


—was unstinted—and the paternalism of the 


country life was extremely picturesque, cvén 
though it involved the Institution of slavery. 

“ Wolves, panthers, and highway robbers 
abounded throughout the country, yet the 
Virginia homesteads were habitations of 
comfort as well as the cradles of statesman-. 
ship. There was not much religion, as the 
parsons were a fox-hunting and wine-bibbing 
lot—and the general sentiment was ‘d—n 
the soul, but cultivate tobacco.’ 

“The cavalier element was largely pre- 
dom among the familes, but no sharp 
line divided the yeomanry from the gentry. 

“The number of slaves Increased rapidly, 
especially after the ape § of Utrecht. The 
battles of Blenheim and Mal 
by Marlborough were the pre- 
cursors of those later victories of Gettys- 
burg and Five Forks so far as was 
affected.”"

/SPAIN TO ABANDON CUBA. 


THIS COURSE UNDER SERIOUS DISCUS-~- 
SION AT MADRID. 


European Gevernments Have Cogniz- 
ance of This. Intention—Treasury Is 
Bankrupt, Army Is Unpaid and In- 
effective, and Wet Season Is Ap- 
proaching—Doubtful if the Cubans 
Would Buy Their Freedom Now, as 
They Feel It Is Within Their Grasp. 


New York, March 16.—[Special.J—A dis- 
patch from Washington to the Journal says: 

It looks as though the end was rapidly ap- 
proaching in Cuba. The representative in 
Washington of one of the leading European 
powers today was advised by his home gov- 
ernmem that the Cabinet at Madrid at last 
had begun to seriously discuss the abandon- 
ment of Cuba on thé best terms obtainable. 

In the face of the bold frontewhich Spain 
puts on to the world at large this informa- 
tion looks strange, yet it fits the visible facts 
as no other explanation can. 

Spain is bankrupt. Her Cuban army of 
150,000 men is paralyzed in the presence of 
a force of insurgents less than one fo five in 
point of numbers, and of even less propor- 
tionate strength in point of arms, but more 
than equal in courage, audacity, generalship, 
and determination. Not a single military 
movement of Spain in the present campaign 
has been successful. Her troops are ill-fed, 
ill-clothed, and unpaid. They are murmur- 
ing, and the wet season is now less than a 
month away. It will bring the deluge. 

It is possible that the Cuban provisional 
government would pay for freedom, but 
with an unpurchased freedom within their 
grasp it is not probable that they would buy 
it. 

Thomas Estrada Palma, President of the 
Cuban Junta, arrived im Washington today, 
and visited the Capitol. The junta is well 
advised of the progress of matters at 
Madrid, and recognizes the wisdom of push- 
ing the interests of the patriot cause while 
the adminjstration is new. This will be 
done. The House will have but little to do 
after the tariff bill has been disposed of, and 
a little Cuban agitation will serve to pass 
away the time. 

Minister Dupuy de Lome goes about his 
work in the most_perfunctory way. He is 
handicapped by having to deal with an ad- 
ministration that makes demands instead of 
complying with requests. He has a nimble 
wit. In commenting upon the change of sit- 
uation which the 4th of March has brought 
he sadd recently: 

“My duty was once to see how much I 
could get; now it is to see how little I can 
give up.’’ 


RUMORS THAT GOMEZ IS WOUNDED. 


Reported at Havana That He Was In- 
jured at Arroyo Blanco—New 
Political Alignment. 


Havana, March 16.—It is reported here that 
Gen. Maximo Gomez, the great insurgent 
leader, was seriously wounded in the fight 
which occurred recently at Arroyo Blanco, 
Province of Santa Clara, between the Span- 
ish under Gen. Bernal and an insurgent 
force under Gomez. 

The Paisa, official organ of the Autoro- 
mist party, flatly denies the statement of La 
Iucha regarding the aNeged amalgamation 
of the Autonomist and Reformist parties 

In spite of the denials of both parties that 
a union is contemplated it is understood thaf 
both the Autonomist and Reformist parties 
will soon disappear and be replaced by the 
Liberal party, which will alternate fn office 
with the actual Conservative party on lines 
similar to those followed in Spain, thus 
avoiding the deplorable political excitement 
of the past. 


SPANISH SOLDIERS HURLED TO DEATH 


Cabans Blow Up a Bridge, Wrecking a 
Trainload of Troops—Many Sur- 
vivors Are Shot Down. 


Havana, March 16.—{Special.]—It is learned 
tonight through a reliable channel that a 
train with 600 troops on board while going 
from Artemisa to some southern point was 
blown up by Cubans, over 300 troops being 
killed or wounded. The Cubans learned that 
the troops were to be sent on that train. 
They mined a long bridge, or high trestle 
crossing St. Carman Channel. This bridge 
is over fifty feet above the ground. 

The mines were exploded as the train was 
passing over it with terrible effect. Half of 
the entire train was lifted up and thrown 
down into the deep channel beneath. The 
force of the explosion was terrible, the 
ground being torn ap to a great distance 
around. 

As. the survivors of the treops emerged 
from the ruins they were met witha wither- 
ing fire from the concealed Cubans, and 
maby fell at the first volley. The engage- 
ment lasted an hour, the Spaniards bravely 
fighting behind the cars, but it was all of 
no avail, and to save their lives they sur- 
rendered, 

The cars that had gone down caught fire 
and were entirely destroyed, many soldiers 
being caught in them and burned to death. 

The Cubans lost possibly forty men. 

The prisoners were released, all save the 
officers, who w@e held for the safety of 
eight insurgent officers at Artemis, who haa 
been sentenced to death by the Spanish 
command,’ and Col. Penco, Cuban - com- 
mander, sent word that if these men were 
shot he would order his hostages to be 
killed, and that twenty of the soldiers would 
be shot, too, in revenge for Cuban soldiers 
shot there last week. It is stated that the 
Cuban officers were releasedfrom Artemisa. 


FILIBUSTER EXPEDITION SAFELY OFF. 


Fishing Schooner Meets Three Vessels 
Headed for Cuba—Cubans Say That 
Three Expeditions Have Sailed. 


Key West, Fla., March 16.—[Special.]—A 
fishing schooner that came in tonight reports 
seeing three large steamers passing Cape 
Florida Island Friday noon going south. They 
were well out and seemed to be under full 
speed. One of the vessels had an unusually 
large number of men on deck, while one of 
the others seemed heavily laden. No names 
could be’ made out, seemingly being covered 
up. 

This seemingly corroborates the leaving of 
the expedition from Key. Palo Alto Thurs- 
day. It indicates that they secured the im- 
mense amount of material stored on the 
keys and that Capt. Lewis and Cols. Nunez 
and Carbo knew their business when there. 

Cubans here now openly state that three 
large expeditions have left the United States’ 
shores within the last three days. 


ENGLAND AND SPAIN MAY CLASH. 


Trouble Is Likely to Arise Over the 
Charge That the Steamer Bermu- 
da Carried Arms to Cuba, 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—An interest- 
ing complication, it is said, is likely to arise 
in the near future betweeg the British Em- 
bassy and the Spanish Legation here over 
the filibustering steamer Bermuda. The re- 
cent prolonged trip of the Bermuda from 
Philadelphia to Bermuda and back to Fer- 
nandina is a mystery yet to be. solved, but 
it is said to be certain that it did not take on 
arms or men from the United States. If it 
had been engaged in filibustering it must 
havo taken on its cargo and men on the high 
seas. As the Bermuda is a British vessel, 
it is believed to be liable under the British 
foreign enlistment act rather than the Amer- 
ican neutrality laws, and therefore the Brit- 
ish and Spanish diplomats here, it is expect- 
ed, will exchange notes on the subject. Last 
summer the British Embassy took away the 
Bermuda’s British register upon representa- 
tiens of the Spanish Government, but it was 
restored a few months ago at fax.

Several original compositions by Mr. See- 
boeck were included in the program, the 
most interesting of which was a song with 
wiolim obligato, ‘‘ Dawn,” appreciatingly 
given by Miss Stevenson. The sensuous 
melodic beauty and the effective working out 
of -the violim part make this new song by 
Wir. Seeboeck one that will find frequent 
place in concert programs. 

Mr. Seeboeck’s selections were wisely 
made. The elegance and finish of drawing- 
room ‘work, which is his preéminent qualifi- 
eation, were delightfully demonstrated in a 
*Loure”’ and ‘* Will o’ the Wisp,” both 
original compositions, the latter the more 
original of the two and abounding in delicate 
effects. 

Mr. Bispham proved himself an excellent 
but not a great singer of songs. In the 
overatic field it is that he is found at his 
best. The number of successful operatic 


| artists who are good singers of songs is 


mot greater than were the classifications re- 
versed. From such singers of songs as Mr. 
Ffrangcon Davies and Mr. Max Heinrich 
Mr. Bispham stands removed a considerable 
degree. His conception of Schumann’s“ Ich 
Grolle Nicht,’’ which he contributed yester- 
day as an encore, seemed particularly odd, 
coming from one whose idea of the demands 
of the text appears generally so just ‘in 
operatic work. 

The ‘‘I do not complain though my 
heart break” was given with a forte and 
bravado that proved a long way removed 
from the crushed resignation and uncom- 
plaint that the sentiment so clearly con- 
veys. Mr. Bispham’s German 4iction is far 
better than his French, as evidenced in the 
“Philemon et Baucis”’ of the previous 
night. His reception was hearty. 

Mr. Bendix, Miss Stevenson, and Mr. See- 
boeck were. severally recalled during the 
concert, which concluded with Tema con 
Variazioni for two pianos, played by the 
concert-giver and Miss Roelle. 

The one unfortunate feature was the 
length of the program, twenty-three num- 
bers in all, and of these two were themes 
with variations and one a sonata—for an 
evening affair a goodly number, but, no 
matter how~-completely done, difficult of

New York, March 16.—A meeting of promi- 
nent Baptists from different parts of the, 
country, who are interested in fulfilling the 
conditions of the gift of John D. Rockefeller, 
was held in Newark tonight. The Baptist 
Home and Foreign Missions Society is in 
debt to the extent of $486,000. Mr. Rocke- 
feller offered $250,000 on condition that the 
remainder of the debt should be raised by 
subscription. Reports were received show- 
ing that $75,000 had ‘been raised in New En- 
gland.

TWO BILLS OF FERED BY THE LEXOW 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE,

One Proposes to Prevent Monopolies 
in Articles of Common Use and to 
Prohibit Restraint in Trade and 
Commerce—The Second Amends the 
Stock Corporation Law So as to Pre- 
vent Combinations for the Creation 
of Monopolies. * 


New York, March 16.—{Special.]—Two_ 
bills, whose objects were declared to be to 
regulate and restrain the operations of 
trusts in this State, were introduced in the 
State Senate at Albany today as a resuit 
of the investigation recently conducted by 
Senator Luxow and the special committee. 

The first of thege bills is entitled “‘ an act 
to prevent monopolies in articles or com- 
modities of common vse, and to prohibit 
restraint of trade and commerce, providing 
penalties for violations of the provisions of 
this act and procedure to enable the At-— 
torney-General to secure testimony in re- 
lation thereto.” , % 

It provides that “every contract, agrcee- 
ment, arrangement, or combination whereby 
@ monopoly in the manufacture or sale in 
this State of any article or commodity of 
common use, is or may be created, estab- 
lished,. or maintained, or whereby trade of 
commerce in this State in any such articles 
or commodity is or may be restricted, or 
whereby .compctition in this State in the’ 
supply or price of any such article or com- 
modity is or may be restrained or prevented, 
or whereby for the purpose of creating, es- 


| tablishing, or maintaining a monopoly with- 


in this State of the manufacture, production, 
or sale:of any such article or commodity, 
the free pursuit of any lawful business, 
trade, or occupation is or may be restricted 
or prevented, is hereby declared to be against 
public policy, illegal, and void, 

“Fine or Imprisonment. 


* Every person or corporation which shall 
make or attempt to make, or eriter into any 
such contract, is guilty of a misdemeanor 
and on conviction “thereof shall, if 
@ natural person, be punished - by 
a fine not exceeding $5,000 or by 
imprisonment for not longer than one year, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment; and, 
if a corporation, by a fine not exceeding 
$5,000. 

“The Attorney-General is authorized to 
bring actions to enforce the provisions of 
the law and. is given full power to subpoena 
and examine witnesses to determine whether 
such action should be commenced.”’ 

e second bill amends the stock corpora- 
tion law by providing that no stock corpora- 
tion shall combine with any other corpora- 
tion or person for the creation of a monopoly 
or the unlawful restraint of trade, or for the 
prevention of competition in any necessity 
of life. No féreign stock corporation formed 
by the consolidation of two or more corpora- 
tions or by the combination of the busines 
of two or more persons, firms, or corpora- 
tions for the purpose of restricting or pre- 
venting competition in the supply or price of 
any article or Commodity of commerce, or 
for the purpose of establishing,regulating, 
or controlling the supply or price thereof, 
shall be authorised to do business in this 
State. If a certificate of authority to do 
business in this State has been granted to 
any such foreign stock corporation an action 
may be brought by the Attorney-General to 
revoke such certificate of authority. : 

Every foreign corporation doing business 
in the State is required to file ati annual 
statement of the amount of capital stock, 
the portion thereof actually issued and out- 
standing, amount of its assets and liabilities, 
amount of capital invested in business in this 
State, and if such corporation waa formed 
by the consolidation of two or more corpora- 
tions or by the incorporation of the business 
of two or more persons, firms, or corpora- 
tions, already established, the names of suc 
persons, firms, or corporations, the location 
of their principal places of business, the ° 
amount of the capital stock of such corpora- 
tions, and the amount of capital invested 
by such persons or firms in the  bust- 
ness. If such t is not made 
and filed on or before the 3ist day of January 
of each year, the directors thereof shall cach 
be liable in the same manner and to the 
same extent as the directors of a domestic 
corporation for a failure to file an annual 
report; and in addition thereto the certificate 
of authority issued to such corporation to 
do business in this*State may be revoked by 
the Supreme Court~upon application of the 
Attorney-General. An action shall not be 
maintained by any such corporation so tn «de- | 
fault upon any contract made by it tn tiis 
— until such report shall be so made and 
filed. 


Individual Liability, 


Every foreign corporation is required ta 
keep a stock-book containing the name of 
each stockholder, with his address and num- 
ber of shares held by each, whiclpbook shall 
be always open for the ins ion of its 
stockholders and judgment creditors and 
officers of the State. 

The Officers, directors, and stockholders 

are held liable for: (1) The making of unau- 
thorized dividends; (2) the creation of unau- | 
thorized and excessive indebtedness; (3) un- 
lawful loans ¢o stockholders; (4) making 
false certificatés, reports, or public notices; 
(5) an illegal tranefer of the stock and prop- 
erty of such corporation when it is insolvent, 
or its insolvency is threatened; (6) the falil- 
ure to pay in full the whole amour of the 
capital stock of such corporation; (7) the 
failure to file an annual report. 
_ Such Habilities may be enforced in the 
courts of this State in the same manner as 
similar liabilities imposed by law upon the 
officers, directors, and stockholders of do-« 
mestic corporations.

Estimate Revenue from Sugar.

cent of all the sugar imported. He said that 
the schedule contained no concealed differ- 
ential between raw and refined sugar such 
as the Wilson bill had.

John Hay’s Life. 


John Hay was born in Salem, Ind., in 1838. 
¢élis father was a-physician, and his grand- 
father was one of the heroes of the revolu- 
tion. After graduating at Brown Collége 
he Went, at the age of 21, to Springfield. I11., 
where he entered the office of Abraham 
J.incolm and began to study law. . When Lin- 
eoIn was made President he selected Col. 
tiay as one of his private secretaries. The 
other was John G. Nicolay, who later col- 
laborated with Col. Hay in writing the his- 


tory of the martyred President. 


After the assassination of President Lin- 
coln, Col. Hay, who had seen some service 
during the war and had gained the title of 
Colonel, went to Paris as Secretary of the 
tJnited States Legation, andi was later trans- 
ferred to Madrid, where he did some of his 
best literary work. 

.Im 1872 Col. Hay returned to this country 
and accepted an editorial position on the 
staff of the New York Tribune This posi- 
tion he retained until the election of Presi- 
dent Hayes, who offered him the position of 
Assistant Secretary of State under Secretary 
Evarts. This agreeable position he accepted 
om Nov. 1, 1897, and held until May, 1Ss1. 
Soon after, at the requestrof Whitelaw Reid, 
he returned to the New York Tribune and 
‘manage? that newspaper while Mr. Reid 
went on a wedding tour to Europe. Al- 
though it was a time of great political ex- 
citement; the Garfield-Blaine-Conkling quar- 
rel occurring during that period, Col. May 
vwonducted the Tribune to the satisfaction of 
pil concerned.

John Sherman, who resigned to accept the 
office of Secretary of State in President Mc- 
Kinley’s Cabinet; took his seat on March 5, 
1897. His term of service will expire when 
the Legislature of his State elects his suc- 
cessor.

TOBACCO IMPORTERS BECOME SCARED. 


Great Rush at Different Ports of Entry 
to Withdraw Goods from 
Bond. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 16.--[Special]— 
Yesterday was a record-breaker at the Cus- 
tom-House. The daily receipts from tariff 
duties reached ‘an amount greater by“over 
$100,000 than ever before in the history of the 
Custom-House at this port. The largest pre- 
vious amount which has ever come in inone 
day was $208,025. That was on the day be- 
fore the McKinley bill went into effect in 
1890. But yesterday there rolHed into the 
coffers of Unele Sam $316,141, paid in tariff 
duties at the Custom-House. The big re- 
ceipts were due to rumors regarding the new 
tariff measure. Toward noon several heavy 
consignments of tobacco were taken from 
the bonded warehouses and tariff duties 
paid. This started the ball rolling, and for 
several hours a tremendous rush continued. 
Thescare was almost entirely confined to the 
tobacco brokers. There was no great rush 
to withdraw goods today and things had 
about resumed a normal condition. 


Force Inadequate at Baltimore. 


Baltimore, Md., March 16.—[{Special.]—To- 
bacco has been the principal commodity 
withdrawn by the Baltimore importers the 
last two days. From the duty on tobacco 
alone the receipts today were $36,500, the 
withdrawals 537 bales, while the average 
withdrawals are about ten balesaday. The 
average receipts per day at the Baltimore 
Custom-House are $10,000 from duties on im- 
ports, but today’ the sum aggregated nearly 
$50,000 and yesterday it was $47,713. The 
force of clerks is inadequate to attend tothe 
increased business. 


Rush at Boston. 


Boston, Mass, March 16.—[Special.]—The 
withdrawals from bonded warehouses at the 
Boston Custcm-House yesterday and today 
have been remarkably heavy, yestercay 
there being 138 withdrawals, aggregating a 
value of $195,545, white the daily average 
value of goods withdrawn is from £15,000 to 
$20,000. The withdrawals were almost en- 
tirely in wool and tobacco, the two lines of 
gooce which the Dingley bill hits the hardest, 


the increase in the grades of tobecco im- 


ported at this port being mearly 50 per cent. 
The rush of withdrawals was fully as large 
today as it was yesterday, and it is expecied 
that it will keep up like this for a few days 
more, and then drop off, although it wil! un- 
doubtedly be high up to the time when the bill 
becomes a law. 

New Orleans, La., March 16.—[Special.]— 
The largest tobacco importer here today 
withdrew from the bonded warehouse almost 
every bale of tobacco remaining to his ac- 
count. There have been other withdrawals, 
but nothing Nike a rush. Importations at 
New Orleans have been vastly greater cur- 
ing’ the last six months, but nearly all the 
goods were shipped under bond to St. Louis, 
Chicago, Omaha, and other Western ports, 
and but little remained here. 


Boom in Sheep and Wool, 

Casper, Wyo., March 16.—[Special.]—The 
prospects for a new tariff on wool have been 
felt here already. Ten Eastern people are 
here trying to buy stock ewes. They are 
offgring $3.50 per head, delivered aftcr 
shearing. This is 75 cents more than the 
same sheep brought this time last year. If 
the Dingley bill passes 1,000,000 head of 
sheep will be sheared here nextyear. From 
the number of people here wanting to buy 
sheep it looks as if everybody wanted to 
get into the business. Al! the hotels are 
crowded with guests. The rate of interest 
has gone up from 10 per cent to 12 per cenl 
in local towns.” 


Threat from France, 


Paris, March 16.—La Liberte, today, com- 
menting upon President McKinley’s tariff 
policy, says: ‘*‘ The European governments 
ought not to hesitate. They must anticipate 
these bad ‘intentions by reprisals. The 
United States has greater need of Europe 
than Europe has of the United States, for 
the latter produces no article which is un- 
obtainable elsewhere.

Humphrey street-.railway bills were re- 
ported from committee in the Senate this 


morning, read a first time and sent to second. 


readirg. An effort will undoubtedly be 
made late this week or early next to send 
them to third reading. 

A pamphiet of sixteen pages entitled: 
“Street Railways of Illinois,’’ was Jaid on 
the desks of the members today. It is ad- 
dressed to the members of the General As- 
sembly, dated March 15, 1897, and signed 
by Charlies TFT. Yerkes, G.- H. Wheeler, C. 
L. Bonney, and 8. P. McConnell. It con- 
tains much of the matter in the addresses 
made by three of the gentlemen to the joint 
Committees on Railroads last week. 

Five specific points are suggested, as 
worthy of the deliberation of the Assembly: 

Firest—The necessity of further legislation 
regarding street railways.. _ . 

Second—How shall they be governed? 

Third—-What should be the duration of 
their charters? 

Fourth—What rate of fare shall they be 
gllowed to charge? 

‘Fifth—What proportion of their earnings 
should the city or town in which a railroad 
is located receive? ’ 


State Should Have Control. 

As to the first, the claim is made that all 
corporations should have specific laws per- 
taining to their control and operation. As 
to the second, the idea is advanced that they 
should be under the control of the State, like 
steam railroads and warehouses, and there 
is no objection it is said to a commission 
of State officers controlling street railroads. 
The value of new grants should out of def- 
erence to the wish of the people be ascer- 
tained by a positive sale atauction. The be- 
lief is expressed that the life of a charter 
should. be perpetual. 

The rate of fare has by common consent 
been placed at five cents. A reduction of 
fare by selling a quantity of tickets for a 
lump sum has, it is said, always proved a 
failure to the poor man, the reason advanced 
being the laboring-man has but little money 
to spare and that he seldom invests in the 
tickets because he fears the loss of his tick- 
ets and their unnecessary use. Instead of 
cheapening the fares the ride should be ex- 
tended. ‘ 


Taxes Should Be Fair. 


The pamphlet goes on to say that the 
municipality should have a share of the 
earnings of the corporation, which should be 
determined on a fair basis,since they will con- 
tinue subject to all general taxation and 
municipal license fees. It is said that a 3 
per cent assessment on the gross carnings 
of the Chicago City and North Chicago 
street railroad companies would amount to 
11 per cent of their profits. On West Chicago 
it would make 14 per cent of the profits, while 
on the other ten roads it would exhaust all 
the profits and leave a deficiency. ? 

The companies claim that they should only 
be compelled to pave the part of the street 
they occupy. 

The Legislature is asked to give the rail- 
roads such a solid foundation as would en- 
courage investment of capital, and the con- 
tinuance of extensions and improvements 
that there be better facilities for travel, ben- 
efit to real estate, and the increase of popu- 
lation. 

There seems to be a little friction or mis- 
understanding in the House as to the com- 
mittee to which the Humphrey bills shall be 
referred in case they pass the Senate. It 
was supposed they would go to the House 
Committee on Ratiroads, but Mr. Busse, the 
Chairman of that committee, has, it is 
said, expressed himself in terms not exactly 
to the liking of the friends of the bill. Mr. 
Busse is not in accord with the measure, so it 
is said-the bills, when they come to. the 
House, are to go to the Committee on Munic- 
ipal Corporations, an organigation presided 
over by Mr. Schubert. 

Resolutions of respect to the memory of 
Senator Herb of Alton, who died after the 
close of the Thirty-ninth General Assembly, 


and the late Senator Wells of Quincy, who 


died recently, were adopted by a rising vote 
by the Senate today. Feeling remarks on 
the lives of the deceased Senators were ex- 
pressed.

RUBBER TRUST MEETS CUT IN PRICES 


War of Manufacturers Expected to 
Cheapen Goods to:the Consuming 
Public with but Little Delay. 


As a result of the fight between rubber 
goods manufacturers, inside and outside the 
trust, r@tailers in Chicago and throughout 
the United States are now ableto buy stock 
at prices far below those of Monday. The 
first notice of a cut of from 12 to 16 percent, 
which camo from the Boston Rubber Shoe 
company, an opponent of the trust, in dis- 
patches published yesterday morning, was 
followed during the day by a dispatch, sent 
to all jobbers in the United States, by the 
United States Rubber company on behalf of 
the trust, as follows: 

** Discount to the retail trade from this 
date for all goods sold 25 and 5 per cent off 
on first grade goods, and 25 and 5 and 10 off 
on second grade goods.” 

The manager of one of the leading jobbing 
houses.in Chicago said yesterday: ‘* The 
manufacturers of rubber goods outside of 
the trust are the big end of the industry in 
this country. The trust planned to an- 
nounce a cut on April 1, but the Boston com- 
pany learned of this and made its cut on 
March 15. The prices to the customers of 
retailers ought to show the effect of the cuts 
immediately.’’ 


BOOK AGENTS REPUDIATE A WALKOUT 


Publishing Firms Say There Never 
Was a Canvassers’ Strike in Chi- 
cago and See No Prospect. 


There seems to be no prospect of a strike 
among book canvassers in Chicago. Tele- 
grams were published yesterday from New 
York to the effect that there was a strike 
there among canvassers, and local mer- 
chants and professional men were earnestly 
in hopes that the disaffection would spread 
west and engulf Chicago. Every time a 
patient man found his escape cut off yester- 
day before he knew it and himself securely 
cornered by a book canvasser, he waited 
patiently fora walking delegate of the Amal- 
gamated Order of Book Peddlers No. 2 to 
come around and rescue him by ordering a 
walkout. 

But none came. The book agents peace- 
fully pursued the éven tenor of their way ali 
day without interruption, and appeared to 
be entirely satisfied with their commissions 
and life in general:

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St. Paul, Minn., March 16.—[Special.]—The In- 
surance Commissioner has suspended 
seven insurance companies, which failed to make 
reports. nee 

The bill introduced by Representative Farrel] 
at Springfield providing for a tax of 2% per cent 
on the net profits of domestic and State insurance 
companies and 10 per cent on the gross receipts of 
fcreign companies has aroused more _§ interest 
amone local underwriters than any insurance bill 
introduced during the present session of the Illi- 
nois General Assembly with the possible exception 
of the ‘‘ valued policy ’’ measure. A similar bill 
is befure the New York Legislature and is being 
opposed vigorously there by all the«companies. 
It is believed by agents and managers that the 
hills will not pass. The foreign companies say 
such a law’ in Illinois and New York would mean 
either the withdrawal of the companies or a 10 
per cent increase in the rates. 
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The Electrical Inspection Bureau of the Un- 
derwriters’ Association has decided not to ac- 
cept any of the reports on wiring and equipment 
furnished by the City Electrical Department, as 
they are not deemed sufficiently reliable for the 
use of underwriters. This decision is the result 
of a number of fires from improper electrical 
equipment in buildings where the inspection was 
made by the city. This department of the Un- 
derwriters’ Association was established in 1892, 
and since then has. only used the city reports 
where the bureau could not make the necessary 
inspection. Twenty-three men are now employed 
in this department and as a result of the decision 
to make all the reports from the office this force 
probably will be increased to some extent. These 
reports, which are issued daily to the members 
of the association, determine the amount of 
premium and the character of the risk so far as 
the electrical equipment is concerned.

RUSH TO GET TOBACCO OUT OF BOND. 


Manufacturers Keeping Weighmasters 
ahd Draymen Busy—$121,000 in 
Duties Paid in Two Days. 


Long lines of dfaymen have besieged the 
bonded warehouses of Chicago for two days 
past. Anticipating the passage of the Ding- 
ley tariff bill, the tobacco manufacturers of 
the city are seeking to remove goods con- 
signed to them before the increase of 35 per 
cent in duty goes.into effect. 

Monday morning there was duty due on 
tobacco amounting to $600,000. Of this $50,- 
310 was paid yesterday, and the day previous 
$71,000, leaving $480,000 still unpaid. The 
government weighmasters have been unable 
to keep up with the demands made upon 
them, and applications for removal of tobac- 
co are several days ahead of them now.

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'TO TEST PASTOR’S STORY. 


SOME OF DR. MARTIN’S FLOCK LOOK 
ASKANCE AT CONSULAR YARN. 


Official Board of the Western Avenue 
M. E. Church Names a Committee to 
Investigate the Minister’s Claim 
That President McKinley Had 
Promised Him the Havana Post or 
One Equally Important — Inquiry 
May Await Clergyman’s Return. 


After a warm session lasting two hours 
the official board’ of the Western Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church voted last night 
to appoint a committee of three of its mem- 
bers to investigate the claim of the pastor, 
the Rev. Richard S. Martin, that he had 
been offered the Consul-Genéraiship at Hav- 
ana by President McKinley, or, in-lieu of 
his obtaining the Consul-Generalship, an 
equally important Consular post. 

The meeting of the official board in ex- 
traordinary session last night was unprec- 
edented. Chairman H. W. Matthews, a 
personal friend of the pastor, had called the 
meeting, which developed into a spirited de- 
bate between the members as to whether 
they should investigate Mr. Martin’s claims

or wait until his return to the city. 

The Rev. Mr. Martin is now engaged in re- 
vival services at New Orleans, and his pulpit 
is being filled by supplies. He will not re- 
turn to Chicago until sApril 1, and his per- 
sonal friends were anxious that the board 
defer its investigation until he gets back. 


Some Members in Doubt. 


Some members of the board are inclined to 
doubt their pastor’s assertion that on the 
occasion of his visit to Canton to see the 
President-clect he was offered so important 
a post as the Cuban Consul-Generalship. 
The assertion was not made by the pastor 
from the pulpit, but is said to have been 
made to several members of the board Mr. 
Martin claimed to have a written promise of 
the place, or of one just as important, from 
Mr. McKinley himself. 

The members of the official board are not 
inclined to doubt their pastor’s ability to 
fulfill the duties of the Consul-Generalship. 
Some of them, however, have read in the 
newspapers that when President McKinley 
was President-elect he did not make prom- 
ises of important Consul-Generalships un- 
less the applications received large political 
indorsements. Some other members of the 
board had also read that President-elect Mc- 
Kinley, at the time of the Rev. Mr. Martin’s 
visit, was not making promises of anything 
less than Cabinet places. . 


Committee of Investigation. 


The members of the Committee of Inves- 
tigation appointed last night were C. A. 
Roney, H. W. Matthews, and R. R. Carroll. 
They were given no particular instructions 
as to how they should go on with their in- 
vestigation, and it was left to their choice 
whether they should write to the President 
and ask him if he had seen their pastor or 
had promised him a place. 

Two members of the committee are under- 
stood to be among the doubters, while the 
third is konwn to have faith in the alleged 
promise. It is thought doubtful if the inves- 
tigation is begun until the Rev. Mr. Martin’s 
return from his revival work.

The cost of these tags is insignificant; but : 
«the purchase price fixed by Van Cleave has 


netted a few round thousands, ‘which he has 
enjoyed scattering abroad with evident rel- 
ish. “It is all very well to pass such an or- 
dinance as tlis to prevent any dispute in the 
future over these fees, but the ordihance 
has no bearing on the disposition of the fees 
already collected. Van Cleave has in his 
possession or has had in his possession and 
has failed to account for about $17,000 which 
belongs to the city, and no amount of good 
fellowship on his part or amiable persifiage 
will hide the fact. The city needs that 
money and wants it, and the Controller must 
wee that the fat official fully disgorzges. 


It is reported from Washington that Sec- 
retary Sherman and Minister de Lome hada 
stormy time over the question of the release 
of Sylvester Scovel, the American corre- 
spondent in Cuba. The Secretary notified 
the Spanish Minister that the President in- 
sisied upon Scovel’s release. De Lome there- 
upon flatly refused, and the Secretary in- 
formed Aim it Was necessary that he should 
comply with the official demands of the 
United’ States, At length, but with bad 
gtace, De Lome yielded and cabled the neces- 
Bary orders that resulted in Scovel’s release. 

It is to be hoped that the interview be- 
tween Secretary Sherman and the Spanish 


* Minister has been correctly stated, and that 


hereafter the Secretary will demand the re- 
ere? of all Americans in Cuba who have 

n arrested and deprived of their rights. 
It is to be Moped there is not going to be any 
continuance of the Cleveland-Olney policy 


in cases of this kind. If there is to be, the 


Becretary would be denounced as a poltroon 
and Spanish sympathizer by the American 
people. Such a policy would be resented by 
them the moment it was found out. The 
question which the American people are 
asking themselves and which they would 
like to see promptly answered is whether 
the responsibility of power has made Secre- 
tary Sherman a timid, feeble, weak old man 
in Cuban relations. The people will hope 
not. They will expect to see him stand up 
firmly for American rights. They don’t 


want him to be a friend of Spain or a boon 


companion with De Lome, such as was Ol- 
ney. They want a vigorous American policy 
which at all times and under all circum- 
stances shall be available for the prompt 
and complete pretection of all American citi- 
zens. }

PROMPT TARIFF ACTION NEEDED. 

President McKinley states in his message 
that “ Congress should promptly correct the 
existing condition.” The condition to which 
he refers is the inadequacy of revenue. The 
House of Representatives will do all the 
President asks. It will pass a new revenue 
law néxt week. But how about the Sen- 
ate? 

It is taken for granted that in order to get 
a tariff bill through that body a bargain will 
have to be made with half a dozen ex-Re- 
publicans from the silver mining States. 
They always sell their support. Seven years 
age their price was “ something for silver.” 
This year they will want “ something for 
wool,” 

They have constituents whose vast flocks, 
cared for by Mexican herdsmen/who get 50 
cents a day, graze over free government 
lands. Excessive and nearly prohibitory 
duties will help those men. They wilfraise 
more wool and will ship more mutton east 
to undersell and injure the Eastern sheep- 
raisers, who make their profits off the meat 
rather than the fleece. 

The higher duties on, wool which these 
Rocky Mountain Sepators are standing out 
for will make it necessary to double the 
duties on wodlens, to the injury of seventy 
millions of consumers. Those Senators may 
not mind that, but there are other Senators 
who will. 

While the Senate, under its wretched 
rules, is discussing this wool and woolen 
schedule the speculators will be importing, 
as rapidly as they can, millions of dollars’ 
worth of those commodities the duties on 
which are to be advanced. Those imports 
will have to be paid for with American 
products or with gold. 

If paid for with gold the “ endless chain ” 
may be set in operation again. For when 
gold is needed greenbacks and Sherman 
notes will be presented for redemption, and 
the Treasury reserve will be drawn on. 
That may be kept up until it becomes neces- 
sary to sell bonds in order to replenish the 
reserve. 

There is a vast stock of idle money now. 
The speculators will urge those who hold it 
to invest in foreign goods, which will be 
made so much more valuable by. the pros- 
pective increase of the duties. It will cost, 
they will say, only about 4 per cent a year tg 
carry those goods, which will be an excel- 
lent collateral. 

Unless a tariff revenue bill can be passed 
speedily more and more millions will be in- 
vested in foreign goods the duties on which 
are to be advanced. The government will 
lose revenue and American workingmen will 
lose employment. The manufacturers who 
are valling for these higher duties will find 
no market for their products for some time 
to come. 

There is a way_in which the game of 
Rocky Mountain Senators can be blocked 
and a reasonable revenue bill, which does 
not contain a monstrous wool schedule, can 
be put through without delay. All that is 
necessary is for half a dozen Democratic 
Senators ‘to let it be understood that they 
appreciate the need of revenue and there- 
fore will vote for a fair bill and also will 
vote for a closure resolution when the Dill 
has been debated sufficiently. 

Partisan Democrats in the Senate will 
like to “put the Republicans in a hole?’ 
They will be glad to see a bill passed which 
they think the people will not like, and yet 
they will delay final action on such a meas- 
ure as-long as possible so as to embarrass 
the administration. 

Then when the bill has passed and the 
country is filled with foreign goods, so 
that under the new law the government 
gets little revenue and nianufacturers em- 
ployés have no work, these partisan Dem- 
ocrats will sneer at Republican legislstion. 
They will say again that nothing but free 
coinage will restore prosperity. 

That game will not help them as much 
as they fancy, for the people will have wit 
enough to see that those excessive imports 
which would be so harmful are due to the 
dilatory policy of the Democrats aided by 
the miserable Senatorial rules. 

It is understood that Chairman Dingley 
does not like the trailing duties on wool 
in his bill. Congressman Hopkins of this 

State, who is on the Ways and Means com- 
mittee, cannot approve of them, for they 
are injurious to his constituenis. Why 
cannot they see if there are not some sound 
money Democratic Senators who will come 
to their relief and thus make it unneces- 
sary to bargain with the unscrupulots 
Rocky Mountain Senators?

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THE PRESIDENT’S FIGURES EXPLAINED. 

Among the figures given by President Mc- 
IXinley in his message are the following: 

The receipts of the government from all sources 
during the ‘fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, were 
$372/S02, 498.29, and its expenditures, $442,605, 75s. - 
$7, leaving .a deficit, the first since the resumption 
of specie payments, of $69,803,260.58. Notwith- 
standing there was a decrease of $16,769,128.78 in 
the ordinary expenses of the government, as com- 
pared with the previous fiscal year, its income 
was still not sufficient to provide for fts daily 
necessities. 

As the President wanted his message to 
be brief he did not explain why there was 
such an excess of expenditures over receipts 
during that fiscal year. The chief cause 
therefor is perfectly apparent now, and 
there is no reason why it should not be 
stated. 


The tariff legislation of 1890 reducéd the | 


revenues too much, and reduced them in the 
wrong quarter. Thesixty millions collected 
from sugar were thrown away and ten will- 
ion dollars was takgp from receipts from 
other sources to pay unconstitutional 
bounties. 

The legislation for ‘‘ dependent soldiers ”’ 
and the liberal way in which that legisla- 
tion was carried out added nearly sixty 
millions to the expenditures for pensions. 
If this libefal policy had not been checked 
the increase would have amounted to-120 
millions. 

For when it is known that the government 

is ready to pay pensions to all the men who 
had anything to do with the war, directly 
or indirectly, who are willing to take the 
money, there will be a rush of applicants 
prepared to absorb the entire revenues of 
the United States. 
The seventy millions on account of sugar 
and the sixty on account of pensions made 
130 millions. The strain was too great for 
the tariff act of 1890, and during the last 
year of its existence it failed to provide 
sufficient revenue, 

The President is correct in his statement 
that the Wilson law is utterly inadequate 
for the needs of the government. So, too, 
would the act of 1890 be were it in force io- 
day. It would be a breeder of deficits and 
would have to be amended radically. It 
would not produce as much revenue with 
sugar free and wool dutiable as the Wilson 
law does with wool free and sugar dutiable. 

The reduction in prices of the last few 
years would have made many of the 1890 
dutiés so prohibitory that the articles af- 
fected by them would not have been im- 


| 


ported, and there would have been a loss of 
revenue. It would have been found neces- 
sary to.lower those duties or get revenue 
somewhere else, and let the prohibitory du- 
ties stand, and enable the home producer of 
the articles affected to organize trusts and 
fleece the consumers. 
If the conditions of production at home 
and abroad remained unchanged year after 
year there could be such a thing as an un- 
altered tariff. It has to be modified from 
time to time, or it gets out of gear. Chair- 
man Dingley admits as much when he 
makes sugar the great revenue-producing 
commodity of his bill, while free sugar was 
the great feature of the law of 1890. 
Having departed so far from the McKin- 
ley law in that instance, tt would kave been 
wiser to steer clear of it in other instances. 


Why resurrect the wool and woolens sched- 


ule of 1800? It was not acceptable seven 
years ago, when an attempt was made to 
sweeten it for the people by giving them free 
sughr. ‘This year it is proposed to tax their 
sugar and their clothing—the latter over 90 
per cent. : : 


THE CONGRESSIONAL CHORE-BOY. 

Since the 4th of March most of the Re- 
publican Senators and Representatives have 
resumed an occupation they gave up four 
years ago, when Cleveland was inaugu- 
fated. It is painful to see that many re- 
turn to it.with alacrity. 

They have become chore-boys for office- 
begging constituents, They are at the 
White House early, before the doors 
open, so that they may get the President’s 
ear first and extort a promise from him. 
There was a cartoon in Monday’s TRIBUNE 
picturing “ the two Dromios ” from Illinois 
sitting on the White House-steps waiting 
for a chance to present the petitions of office- 
beggars. The picture was not overdrawn. 

Some of these office-beggars who are try- 
ing to monopolize the time of Congressmen 
are new hands at the trade. Others are 
men who had. jobs under Harrison or earlier 
Republican Presidents, and who want their 
old—or better—places. They are often as 
musty and unpleasant as was Lazarus when 
he rose from the grave, but they press for- 
ward, demanding compensation for “ serv- 
ices rendered,” though they were paid in 
full years ago. } 

It is a disgusting sight to see these old 
stagers, the survivors of dead and gone 
political contests, crowding the streets of 
Washington and competing with less ex- 
perienced, but younger and more active, 
beggars in this mad rush for offices. Evi- 
dently he who has become the victim of the 
officeholding habit cannot reform. 

It is most strange that Senators and 
Representatives who for four years have 
not been importuned and- buttonheled 
by the men who want jobs, should slip back 
without a struggle into their old condition 
of servitude. They have known what a 
blessing it is to be without influence at the 
White House. They have seen the Demo- 
erats struggling with officeseeking con- 
stituents, and yet they relapse at once into 
the chore boy vocation. 

Republican Congressmen have discov- 
ered often that the distribution of the loaves 
and fishes makes ten discontented men for 
every one whois tolerably satisfied. The man 
who gets an office thinks he was entitled 
to it and is not grateful. The ten who failed 
think they were entitled to it and are furi- 
ous. They make war on the dispenser of 
patronage and often on their party. 

Yet as a man who has once held.an office 
is eager to get back, though he knows it will 
pay him better in the long run to stick to 
his legitimate business, if he has any, so 
the Senator or Representative will persist 
in begging for all the patronage he can get, 
though he knows he would be better off 
without it. 

The fascination of patronage is irresisti- 
ble. The only way to save Congressmen 
from the office beggars and enable them 
to give more time to their legislative duties 
is to extend the classified civil service and 
leave only a handful of offices, as in En- 
gland, to, be affected by political changes. 
Then these miserable scenes which are oc 
curring at Washington now will end.

NEW WOMEN AT THE PRIZE FIGHT. 

In contemplating from a distance the final 
preparations for the celebration of St. Pat- 
rick’s day at Carson City, the attention is 
attracted by the unusual feminine atmos- 
phere which pervades the otherwise rugged 
spectacle. The subtle and refining influence 
of woman has been allowed to permeate the 
preliminary literature which has flowed 
from the camps of the rival pugilists, and 
the imagination is confronted by the novel 
preéminence of the fair sex at a time when 
normally she would be supposed to be in 
trepidation and retirement, awaiting with 
dread the result of the contest. 

In this respect the individual who is best 
known as the “ lanky Cornishman ” appears 
to be more energetically championed. The 
wife of his bosom is not only on the scene, 
but she seems to be dominating the scene 
with an output of sanguine prophecy that 
baffles the scientific observer. While every- 
body else is giving logical reasons why one 
or the other of the fighters should win, she 
supplements them all with woman’s reasons 
that defy assault even if she were-not pro- 
tected by sex from fear of direct contradic- 
tion. “I claim that no man knows how 
much punishment my husband can stand,” 
she says defiantly, and the suggested men- 
tal reservation that she is the one woman 
who has demonstrated how much punish- 
ment her husband can stand adds force to 
the assertion. She declares further, as if 
to settle the question beyond the possibility 
of contention: “ Fitz will win for my sake,” 
which at least is conclusive evidence of the 
real reason for her conspicuous attendance 
at the scene of combat. 

lor after this frank admission it must be 
apparent that she has her eye fixed on that 
$15,000 prize. That will be the material 
gain to the winner, and the enthusiastic 
wife of Fitzsimmons makes plain her pur- 
pose to take up a position close to the finan- 
cial stdke ready to appropriate it as soon as 
her sanguine expectations are realized. The 
wife of the other principal has kept in great- 
er retirement, but she is on the scene, and 
doubtless engrossed in jealous watchfulness 
of the holder of the prize money.

THE ADMINISTRATION’S CUBAN POLICY. 
Senator Sherman has laid down the policy 
of this administration to! the Spanish Min- 
ister, so far at least as the rights of Ameri- 
can citizens are concerned. He has notified 
Seflor de Lome that the United States must 
have the assurance that all American pris- 
oners shall be dealt with according to treaty 
provisions; that those arrested without 
arms in tBeir hands shall be safely guarded 
by the agreements of that treaty, and that 
they shall be given a speedy and regular 
civil trial; that the unfair distinctions which 
have been made between American and En- 
glish suspects shall be abandoned; and that 
while, on the one hand, the United States 
will, enforee the neutrality laws, at the 
same time the rights of its citizens must be 
respected and guaranteed in good faith. 
This is well enough as far as it goes. It 
was time that the rights of Americans 
should be respected, and Spain's insolence 
should be rebuked. If it be true, as re- 
ported, that Spain has instructed De Lome 
not to make any more concessions in regard 
to the release of American prisoners, an 
that the Minister himself has declared his 
usefulness near this government is seri- 
ously affected it might be in order to give 
him his papers ‘and let him go home. In 
that case a few war vessels in the Harbor 
of Havana, codperating with Consul-Gener- 
al Lee, could easily look after all our rights. 


This, however, is but one feature of our 


relations with Spain as affecting Cuban mat- 
ters. The time has come for the new ad- 
thinistration to make up its mind whether 
there is or is not a state of war ir 
Cuba. This question has already been 
raised in Congress, and in that body the 
various resolutions which have been passed 
leave no doubt as to its position in this mat- 
ter. The view of the American people is 
pone the less clear. During the last admin- 
istration Cleveland and Olney were unable 
to find that there was any war in Cuba, 
hence they sided with Spain on every occa- 
sion, and Olney and De Lome were always 
in harmony. Now the scene is changed. An- 
other administration is in power, and one 
of its first acts should be to define its posi- 
tion, not merely as to the protection of its 
citizens, but with reference to the state of 
war. If there is not a state of war, why 
have our navy and our courts been utilized 
to subserve Spanish interests and to place 
every possible obstacle in the way of the 
patriotic Cubans? If there is a state of 
war, then why is it not recognized? Spain 
was swift enough in recognizing there was 
a state of warin this country in 1861. Why 
is the government so laggard in making up 
its mind? Every one knows for two years 
there has been a desperate, bloody war in 
Cuba: that thousands have been slain and 
other thousands have died of camp diseases; 
that business interests have been ruined; 
and that Spain has bankrupted herself in 
the effort to suppress this great uprising for 
freedom. Now it is time for this administra- 
tion to recognize this fact, act accordingly, 
and no longer take sides with Spain against 
the insurgents. It is time to recognize war, 
and to offer our friendly offices to Spain to 
stop this dreadful struggle, which is mak- 
ing Cuba a désert and ruining our com- 
merce. If Spain rejects the offer then this 
government should step in and end the war, 
and if Spain does not like it let her take the 
consequences. 


TO ABOLISH DANGEROUS GRADE CROSSING 
The Council is to be commended for pass- 
in@ the ordinance which provides for doing 
away with what is commonly termed the 
Sixteenth street grade crossing. At this 
point Clark street is the center of a net- 
work of tracks which has an awful record 
of death. Trains on sixteen trunk lines are 
in a continuous state of passage, and ordi- 
nary discretion and watchfulness have not 
been proof against the chance of accident. 

By the terms of thé ordinance the tracks 
of the St. Charles Air Line will be raised so 
as to cross Clark street at a suitable ele- 
vation above the street level. This neces- 
sitaies their elevation also at Michigan and 
Wabash avenues and State street, so that 
these three dangerous grade crossings will 
be done away with. The tracks of the 
Rock Island and Lake Shore roads will be 
raised so that they will cross the St. Charles 
Air Line at a point south of Sixteenth 
street on a level with the Air Line tracks. 
The tracks of the Western Indiana and 
Santa Fé roads will be depressed so as to 
pass under a low viaduct to be built at Clark 
and Sixteenth streets. All grade crossings 
at this point will thus be done away with, 
two series of tracks being elevated and one 
depressed to provide the beneficial change. 
he cost to the roads will be a millionanda 
quarter and to the city nothing. 

Mayor Swift has been battling for this re- 
sult for many months. So many roads were 
copferned and .each was so fearful lest it 
would fare worse than the others in any 
projected change that the task of bringing 
them to a harmonious agreement has been 
extremely arduous. But he has stuck to 
the work with commendable energy, spurred 
on by the knowledge that the public de- 
manded the abolishment of this death-trap. 
The success of his efforts must be regarded 
as one of the notable achievements of his 
administration. But the public must havea 
eare that this great work is not all over- 
turned. It comes under the head of things 
done by this administration, and hence is 
one of the things which Mr.. Harrison 
pledges himself to “ undo” if he is elected 
Mayor. “ Away with death-dealing grade 
crossings ” has been the cry of Mayor Swift. 
“Hurrah for grade crossings” would be 
the cry of Harrison. What would te care 
for the dangers to the public It is estimated 
that 300 trains daily cross at this intersec- 
tion and that for two hours, morning and 
evening, 100 street cars an hour cross these 
railroad tracks. But let them cross, seys 
Harrison. Let the people keep a better 
lookout if they don’t want to be run over.

HARRIGON’S WIDE-OPEN POLICY. 

Harrison’s wide-open policy of license, 
which he falsely calls liberty, includes 
among other things the right of all saloon- 
keepers to keep their places open all night. 
The 12 o’clock closing ordinance is an 
abomination in his eyes. And yet that 
ordinance was passed over thirty years ago 
by a Democratic Common Council, and has 
remained in force without any move being 
made to repeal it through the Democratic 
administrations of the elder Harrison and 
Cregier. : 

Although that ordinance was satisfactory 
to Harrison the father,.it is not satisfactory 
to Harrison the degenerate son. It was 
satisfactory to the father not because of 
any conscientious feelings on the subject, 
but because he did not think that wide open 
saloons were either advisable or necessary. 
He found that saloons kept open all night 
were not only dens of thieves and resorts 
for all kinds of criminals, but that they were 
places where gambling was freely carried 
on. He also found that a large number of 
saloonkeepers wanted to close at 12 o’clock 
and go home and go to bed, but that practi- 


-eally they were forced to keep open if the 


tough places were allowed to run all night. 
So he allowed a few to remain open in the 
business district, where persons are stir- 
ring at all hours of the night, and enforced 
the law as to the others—and generally to 
their satisfaction. 

The degenerate son of his father, how- 
ever, is in favor of doing away with that 
policy. He wants the saloons to stay open 
all night so that they may provide a safe 
harborage for criminals of all sorts, whence 
they may rush out and ply their villainous 
occupation and have plenty of mea to swear 
alibis for them. He wants a surc and safe 
runway for these scoundrels, for such the 
all-night saloon in nearly every case proves 
to be. This is only a part of the carnival of 
license the younger Harrison wants to in- 
augurate, and every person who is,not in 


favor of all night guzzling, all night gam- | 


bling, all night slugging and thievery he 
stigmatizes as a Puritan. He would not 
only keep these saloons open and make a 
thriving business of gambling and thievery, 
but he would rob the taxpayers, demoralize 
the city, and blacken its reputation. What 
are the Hesingites thinking of when they 
deliberately take a position in this cam- 
paign which tends to help this policy by 
dividing forces. As they have no hope of 
electing their man it is certainl¢ their duty 
to help elect Judge Sears and wipe out 
the wide-open saloon candidate. 


IF all reports are to be believed the Turco- 
Grecian kaleidoscope has made another rev- 
olution and behold a new and glittering 
change, which would be both brilliant and 
hopeful if it were only based on fact and 
not on speculation. The substance of the 
news is that King George of Greece and the 
Czar of Russia are in secret negotiation 
and that Russia is playing a two-faced 
game. The understanding is that a general 
conflict in the Balkans would bring about 
a disruption of Turkey. Thereupon Russia 
would seize Constantinople, which has so 


long been the object of her ambition, while 


Greece woulkd be encouraged to seize upon 
Macedonia, which province she would hold 
and occupy under Russian guarantees. 

The story is a charming one, but, alas, it 
is one of those stories which is too good to 
be true.: It is difficult to believe that Rus- 
sia would do anything of the kind, or even 
be allowed to 4o it, without the coédperation 
of France and Germany. The perfect har- 
mony of action among the Admirals of the 
allied fleet in Cretan waters presupposes a 
similar harmony among.the powers them- 
selves. There are no signs of a discordani 
note or silent instrument in the Huropean 
concert. Of course, every one would like 
to see Macedonia in the possession of Greece, 
and comparatively speaking a Russian oc- 
cupation of Constantinople would be an im- 
provement, as any change in the present ad- 
ministration of that city or empire would be 
desirable. But the news is too good to be 
true. 


THE President has begun sending in his 
list of diplomatic appointments, and has 
begun well. John Hay of the District of 
Columbia has been named for Great Britain 
and Gen. Horace Porter for France. John 
Hay is well known to all Americans. He is 
in the prime of life. He has had a varied 
and successful career. He has taken a more 
or less active part in politics, having served 
as one of Mr. Lincoln’s Secretaries, and also 
as First Assistant Secretary of State for 
President Hayes. He has had considerable 
journalistic experience, and he has also had 
Giplomatic experience at Vienna, Paris; and 
Madrid as Secretary of Legation.

JOHN SHERMAN AS SENATOR ON CUBA. 


His Unqualified Declarations in Favor 
of Recognition by Our Government 
—Will He Reverse Himself? 


New York Sun: The prediction in the Sun’s, 
editorial article of today, ‘‘ What Will the 
Administration Do About Cuba?’ that the 
Cubans may expect recognition by our gov- 
ernment at no distant date is surely well 
founded. 

The position of Mr. Sherman on this sub- 
ject was well known to Maj. McKinley when 
he tendered him the office of Secretary of 
State. As Chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations in the Senate he has 
clearly and emphatically expressed his 
opinion in favor of recognizing the Cuban 
patriots as belligerents. 

On Feb. 28, 1896, discussing the resolution 
reported by Mr. Morgan from that commit- 
tee, offering the good offices of the United 
States to Spain for the recognition of the in- 
dependence of Cuba, Mr, Sherman said: 

Mr. President, I would not engage in this de- 
bate but that I, as a member of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, wish to share in the responsi- 
bility of the members of the committee for the 
consequences that may come from the adoption 
of the resolution which I hope is about to pass, 

This very question that we are now debating, 
strange as it may seem, came up and was before 
the Senate in 1870, two years after the rebellion 
that I have referred to occurred, and then it was 
that in the Senate I introduced a resolution which 
I ask the Secretary to read. 

The resolution was as follows: 


Whereas, The United fitates observes with deep 
interest the civil war now existing in Cuba, and 
sympathizes with the people of all American na- 
tions or colonies in their efforts to secure inde- 
pendence of European powers; therefore, 

Resolved, That the United States recognize the 
existence of a state of war between the Kingdom 
of Spain and the Colony of Cuba waged on the 
part of Cuba to establish its independence, and 
the United States will observe a strict neutrality 
between the belligerent parties as is its duty 
under the law of nations. 

Mr. Sherman then stated that he did not 
press this resolution in 1870, because, al- 
though President Grant was personally in 
favor of it, he had yieided his own opinion 
to that of Hamilton Fish, his Secretary ot 
State, who was very much opposed to it: 
and, said Mr. Sherman: “* i knew that with- 
out the assent of the President it was per- 
feotly idle for us to seek any measure for 
the relief of Cuba.’’ 

On March 12, 1806, Mr. Sherman again 
spoke on this subject, and then said: - 


I do not understand how any one with the blood 
of the patriots of the American Revolution run- 
ning in his veins cannot sympathize with these 
people and declare his sympathies for them, what- 
ever the cost may be. 

If evef there was a case for declaring the fact 
of the existence of war, and that there are two 
sides of that war, waging with infernal ardor in 
the work of human destruction, it exists there. 

I say the time has come when the American 
people should openly and plainly declare their de- 
testation of such horrors, their detestation of such 
tyranny, and, if necessary, I should be willing to 
go further and say that it shall end. 

It is my firm conviction that it is the duty of 
Congress, specifically and in language about which 
there can be no difference of construction, to de- 
clare that there ig a war prevailing in Cuba, a 
terrible, desolating war, and that we will recog- 
oe the belligerents and deal with them impar- 

ally. 

That was just a year ago today. Ever 
since then that “‘ terrible, devastating war” 
has gone on, and the destruction of life and 
property is beyond all estimate. It is clear 
to the world that Spain can never conquer 
Cuba. If by any possibility she should it 
would only be when she had done for Cuba 
what Burke char arren Hastings with 
having done for India: ‘“‘ He made it a wild- 
erness and called it peace!” If it was Mr. 
Sherman/s “firm conviction” a year ago 
that it was the duty of Congress “ to recog- 
nize the belligerents,” how much firmer must 
that conviction benow! The Congress of the 
United States has discharged its duty by 
passing a joint resolution in favor of Cuban 
recognition at its last hn. Surely the 
Cubans will not have long to wait before

All agreed that grain could bé bought sev- 
eral cents cheaper a bushel in other ports 
than in New York.

COMMISSION DEFINES THE LAW. 


Important Ruling in Regard to Stand- 
ard Height of Drawbars for 
Freight Cars. 


The Inter-State Commerce Commission has 
issucd a circular calling attention of carriers 
to the standard height of drawbars, and the 
variations to be allowed therefrom. 

Any departure from the following ruling 
will-be considered a.failure to comply with 
the law: 

“The standard height of drawbars for 
freight cars, measured perpendicularly from 
the level of the tops of rails to center of 
drawbars, is 34% inches, with no greater 
variation allowable than 3 inches, minimum 
height, #144 inches. By center of drawbar is 
meant the horizontal line through thecenter 
of the drawbar shank.”’ '

MRS. MINERNY FIRES AT M’PHERSON, 


Woman in the Attorney’s Office in the 
New York Life Insurance Building 
Shoots Once and Is Locked Up. 


Blanche McInerny, a trained nurse, went 
out in search of Attorney Willard McPher- 
son last evening. She had a revolver. She 
found the lawyer at 7 o’clock in Room 1018 
New York Life Insurance Building, and a 
shooting followed. McPherson overpowered 
the woman before she had harmed him, and 
she is now locked up at the Harrison Street 
Police Station. 

The story of the events leading up to the 
shooting is one of a woman’s mad love for 
the’ man, who, she asserts, has abused her 
and thrown her aside. The woman is a 
widow, 30 years old, and has been living at 
No. 1469 Michigan avenue. Three years ago 
she came to Chicago from Australia. For 
some time she has held the position of head 
nurse at the Isolation Hospital. While there 
she met McPherson and fell in love with 
him. He reciprocated her affections, she 
Says, until two months ago, when Mrs. Mc- 
Inerny says she discovered that McPherson 
was paying attention to another woman. A 
quarrel was the result and the finale was 
the shooting of last night. 

Early yesterday morning Mrs. McInerny 
says she surprised McPherson in the com- 
pany of Jennie Pearce in the Parker House, 
No. 83 Thirty-first street. When she re- 
monstrated with him she says he struck her 
in the face and caused her to leave the hotel. 
She then procured a revolver and started out 
to find McPherson, At 7 o'clock she called 
at his office. McPherson was not in, buta 
friend of his invited her to wait for him, 
which she did. 

McPherson entered his office in a few min- 
Ma a and the woman advanced straight upon 

m. 

“I’m a common woman, am I?” she in- 
quired, as she stopped directly in front of 
McPherson. 

The latter ordered her to leave the building 
4nd at the same time pushed her toward the 
door. Before he had been given time to 
emphasize his command, however, the wom- 
an drew a revolver from the folds of her 
dress and fired one shot. Few persons were 
in the building at the time and the commo- 
tion did not attract much attention. 

Just as the woman was bringing her 
weapon to bear on McPherson for a second 
shot the attorney’s friend grasped the re- 
volver and McPherson held Mrs. McInerny’s 
hands. The weapon was wrested from her 
and McPherson then marched her from the 
building. He took her to the Harrison Street 
Station. She was placed in a cell, upon the 
promise of McPherson to appear in the police 
court this morning and prosecute her. 

Immediately after the occurrence McPher- 
son disappeared. At his home, No: 339 Mich- 
igan avenue, he could not be found last even- 
ing, and persons at the house said he had 
left the city. 

Later in the evening, however, he appeared 
at the Harrison Street Station and offered 
an explanation. 2 

‘That woman tried to kill me,” he said, 
“and she will make way with me before 
she gets through. This is the third attempt 
she has made on my life.’’ 

“I didn’t intend killing him,” ‘said Mrs. 
Mcinerny. ‘‘I just wanted to scare him. 
When he entered his ofhce I could have shot 
him down in his tracks, but instead IL turned 
the revolver to one side and fired.”’ 

The man who witnessed the shooting is 
known as “‘ Tip.” 


MANY CARRIERS NOW CLAIM OVERTIME 


Workers in Cottage Grove Avenue and 
Hyde Park Postal Stations in a Con- 
tention Before Commissioner Hurt. 


There is a probability of a number of Chi- 
cago letter-carriers getting into trouble on 
account of their claims for overtime. A large 
number of the men at Stations M and N, 
(Cottage Grove and Hyde Park) are making 
claims for overtime during 1894. Their 
claims, it is said, do not correspond to the 
time books of their respective stations. 

A. B. Hurt, one of the Overtime Commis- 
psioners, is now taking evidenceon the claims 
filed with his body. The claims date back to 
1889, and with the exception of the two sta- 
tions named do not go beyond 1893. 

In January of 1894 the Postoffice Depart- 
ment issued a rigid rule to guard against 
overtime. Postmaster Hesing enforced the 
rule in Chicago, and in May, 1894, when 


Hyde Park was consolidated with the gen-— 


eral Posgtoffice of Chicago, notice was served 
on tHe carriers and Superintendents of Sta- 
¢ions M and N, embracing the new territory, 
to so conduct the office that no overtime 
charges would follow: 

The time books of the two stations show 
that the overtime amounted to only a few 
gninutes each day. It now transpires that 
fifty carriers have filed claims for over- 
time, averaging about an hour extraa day 
for the last eight months of 1804. The total 
amount claimed is $4,000, 

The carriers are willing to and a number 
of them do make affidavit that their claims 
for overtime are correct. 

Postmaster Hesing will have to deal with 
the carriers in the local aspect of the ques- 
tion, and the men undoubtedly will be called 
before the trial board to explain why they 
reported one time to their foreman and 
Buperintendents and another time to the 
Commissioner. . * 

The other claims prior to 1804 and cover- 
ing a period of six years amount to $100,000, 
and in most instances they will be paid. 


CAP AND GOWN IN HIGH SCHOOLS. 


Plan Under Discussion in Chicago That 
Meets with General Approval by 
All Those Interested. 


Members of the senior classes at the West 
Division and the Hyde Park High Schuvols 
have under discussion the adoption of the 
cap and gown, to be worn at the graduating 
exercises. 

The plan meets with favor not only with 
members of the graduating classes at the 
two high schools but also by members of the 
Board of Education and the teachers gen- 
erally throughout the city. 

The cap and gown costume commends it- 
self to persens of limited means, and dces 
away with the expense that hitherto has 
characterized such occasions. So expensive 
bave been the costumes worn by some of the 
girl graduates that other scholars, whose 
parents are not able to dress their daughters 
in such rich attire, have refrained from tak- 
ing part in the exercises. 

A meeting of the graduates will be held 
soon, at which Profs. French and Kerr will 
give their views of the advantages of the 
proposed garb. 

The gowns proposed for the high school 
graduates differ from those worn by the 
college graduates in that the former are 
closed from the throat down, and the sleeves 
do not come to a point, but extend to the 
wrist. The caps are the same, except that 
the head covering proposed for high schcol 
graduates will be short of the ornament on 
the top. 


Test of Indeterminate Sentence Law. 

Judge Payne yesterday issued a writ of 
habeas corpus for James Johnson, an in- 
mate of the Pontiac reformatory. His at- 
torney says he wishes to test the indetermi- 
nate sentence law as regards reformatory 
prisoners in alleged violations of the parole 
law. Johnson was sent to the reformatory 
in November, 1804, upon conviction of rob- 
bery. April 1, 1896, he was paroled and 
Jan. 1, 1897, he was sent back for alleged 
violation of his parole. His real name is said 
to be Hurley. :

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| LAYS DEFAULT TO BUTTS. 


BESSIE A. WOODS ASKS A RECEIVER 
FOR SAVINGS SOCIETY, 


Charges the Pacific Loan and Home- 
stead Association Has Been 
Wrecked by Officers Who Wasted 
Its Resources and Accuses Ex-Sec- 
retary of Appropriating $232,000 of 
Its Funds—Statement as to Settle- 
ment of Alleged Admitted Shortage. 


Bessie A. Woods, a shareholder in the:Pa- 
cific Loan and Homestead Assceiation, has 
filed a bill for a receiver in the Superior 
Court, charging that De Witt C. Butts, the 
former Secretary, has appropriated $232,000 
am pe of the assaciation, and that the 

cern has been wrecked by officers wh 
wasted its resources. . : 

Last December a bill for a receiver was 
filed in the Superior Court by Carrie Davis 
and three other members of the associaticn, 
but the application has been hotly contested 
ever since, and no receiver has been named. 

The present bill sets up that Butts was 
made Secretary in 1888, and from time to 
time made glowing reports of the financial 
condition of the association. These, the 
complairant declares, were false, and the 
bill charges Butts with carrying on a sys- 
tematic course of deception and fraud, and 
taking money and property of the associa- 
tion aggregating $232,000. 

Says Butts Admitted Shortage. 

The complainant says the corrupt prac- 
tices of Butts did not become known to the 
members until last summer. Butts was then 
confronted with proofs, and acknowledged 
a shortage and liability of about $60,000. 
Later on, the bill says, he admitted that he 
was $100,000 short. This latter the Board of 
Directors believed to be the correct amount 
of the shortage, and the directors entered 
into negotiations with the Secretary for a 
settlement. 

The Boaré.of Directors then consisted of 
James N. Buchanan, Robert Somerville, H. 
S. Dale, John J. Byrne, Wilson Ames, F. E. 
Bernard, C, E. North, J. H. Gilbert, William 
Hill, and E. L. Somers. They agreed that 
Butts and his wife should turn over to Rob- 
ert Somerville, as trustee, equities in realty 
to be applied on the $100,000 shortage. The 
complainant alleges that it was agreed the 
association should not resort to any criminal 
proceeding against Butts: also that at the 
time of the settlement the shortuge was 
nearly three times that settled for, and that 
the real estate turned over was incumbered 
till practically worthless. 

It is charged also in the bill that Butts 
conveyed certain real estate of the associa- 
tion to his son, Arthur Butts, and one Frank 
Reynolds, and to other persons unknown to 
the complainant. She charges that Buchan- 
an, who was President of the association, 
and Wilson Ames, director, conspired with 
Butts in his fraudulent acts and shared in 
his gains. Butts, Ames, and William Hil, 
another director, were paid, itsis claimed, 
large commissions illegwally and fraudulently 
on the pretense that they had placed real 
estate loans for the association. 


Present State of Association. 

The bill charges that the first series of 
stock, 1,499 shares, has about reached its par 
value, and the association has not the money 
to meet it; that large withdrawals have been 
made since last summer, when the troubles 
of the association became known, and the 
expenses are $1,000 a month in excess of the 
earnings. The association is able to pay on 
demand, the bill says, the demand has been 
made already by withdrawal notices of the 
sum of over $400,000, and the total assets 
avallable to meet this demand do not exceed 
$3,000 or $4,000. 

The complainant gays the association will 
not be able to convert its assets into money 
in less than four or five years. Under the 
most careful conversion ofs«the assets into 
money, the court is told, there will be a de- 
ficiency of over $300,000. 

The court is asked to appoint a receiver to 
close up the business of the association, take 
care of the assets, and distribute them among 
the stockholders. The complainant al!so 
asks the court to compel Butts ard other 
officers to return any money or property ow- 
ing to the association. The present directors 
of the association, elected in February, are: 
Franklin Ames, D. H. Kochersperger, E. L. 
Somers, Robert Somerville, F. E. Bernard, 
Wilson Ames, H. A. Golden, William Hill, 
and H. H. Hitchcock. 


ESTEY & CAMP TO QUIT BUSINESS. 


points W. O. Bacon as Trustee 
to Wind Up Its Affairs. 


The piano and organ firm of Estey & 
Camp, which has been in business in Chi- 
cago for thirty years, and for the last four- 
teen years at No. 237 State street and Nos. 
41 and 438 Jackson street, took steps toward 
winding up its business yesterday by ap- 
pointing W. O. Bacon trustee. The factory, 
which is located in New York, and is known 
under the style of Camp & Co., will also be 
closed. 

Initial action was taken by the three 
heirs of I. N. Camp, whose death occurred 
on July 12 last. The heirs are Mrs. Marvin 
A. Farr and E. N. and W. C. Camp. The 
closing up of the business, it is said, is 
not through lack of trade. The move does not 
affect.the Estey Piamo company, for which 
Estey & Camp were Western representa- 
tives. 

The original firm was founded here by 

N. Camp, under the style of Story & 
Camp, but this company subsequently dis- 
solyed. The senior member of the firm 
founded the Story & Clark Organ company, 
and the Estey Organ company became a 
partner of I. N. Camp. 

After the death of Mr. Camp the heirs 
exchanged their interest in the 8t. Louis 
branch of the firm for the Estey interest in 
the Chicago house, and since then have con- 
tinued the business. 


CATCH ILLINOIS CENTRAL COLLECTORS 


A. W. Brandt, F. Sanger, and 8. Mee 
Arrested Charged with Fraud 
in Reselling Tickets. 


A. W. Brandt, Frank Sanger, and Samuel 
Mee, collectors on Illinois Central suburban 
trains running from Chicago to Harvey and 
South Chicago, were arrested yesterday 
afternoon upon warrants, accused of fraud- 
ulently disposing of tickets to Harvey and 
South Chicago at reduced rates. The pris- 
oners gave bonds before Justice Wallis at 
Logan square, and the hearing was set for 
next Friday morning. It is said two other 
collectors will be arrested, and several con- 
ductors are thought to be implicated. 

The investigation which resulted in the 
arrests has been in the hands of Special 
Agent O’Keefe for months. The method of 
defrauding charged against the collectors 
is taking up tickets without punching them 
and then reselling them for 20 cents each. 

Railroad officials received the first inti- 
mation of the scheme when the tickets 
turned in by the collectors failed to cofre- 
spond with the average number of passen- 
gers carried. It is thought when the full 
extent of the alleged dishonesty of its em- 
ployés is known the railroad company will 
find that it has lost many thousand dollars. 


WAYOR WILL SIGN TAG ORDINANCE. 


City Executive and Controller Favor 
the Measure and J. R. B. Van 
Cleave Thinks It’s Good, 


Mayor Swift said yesterday he would sign, 
as soon as it reached him, Ald. Jackson's 
ordinance requiring the City Clerk to fur- 
nish license tags and badges free of charge. 
He said Clerk Van Cleave’s - ordinance, 
passed two years ago, should have contained 
a provision compelling the City Clerk to 
turn over to the city all fees collected by 
him. The ordinance slipped through at the 
time practically unnoticed. Controller 
Wetherell favors the new ordinance, but 
believes its provisions should be more sweep- 
ing. He would cut off all the fees of all city 
officials. Van Cleave said the ordiance was 
a good one, but would not affect him.

“The four roads owning the St. Charles 
Air-Line are perfectly willing to elevate 
the tracks of the line,” said Chief Engineer 
Wallace of the Illinois Central company 
yesterday. ‘“‘ The only point on which we 
differed was the conditions of the ordinance. 
At the last meeting of the Council committce 
which I attended we submitted drafts of 
three ordinances which had been approved 
by the Burlington, Michigan Central, and 
Northwestern roads, too. The Illinois Cent- 
ral road has not declared whether it will ac- 
cemt last night’s ordinance."’

SUBPENSION OF TITUS IS 


Old Racing Board of League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen Restores the 
Rider. ) 


New York, March 16.—[{Special.J—The sus- 
pension of Fred Titus of this city has been 
raised by the members of the old Racing 
Board of the League of American Wheel- 
men. It is said to have been the last act of 
the retiring board, and fact was not known 
until today. 

Titus was suspended for life in the fall of 
1895, together with Charles Murphy of 
Brooklyn and ‘‘ Dutch’’ Cabanne of Bt.

MANY LIVES IN DANGER FROM WATERS 


Rumors of Wholesale Drownings by 
the Flood Along the Mis- 
sissippi. 


— —--— 


Memphis, Tenn... March 
sippi River at Memphis tonight gauges a 
fraction over 36.5 feet, a rise of over one- 
tenth since morning.. The river continues 
to rise slowly. 

Two lives are known to have been lost 
during the day. 

The chafhge im the situation in the last 
twenty-four hours has been decidedly for the 
worse in every respect so far as the flood 
and the flood victims are concerned. Locali- 
ties that were expected up to the last mo- 
ment to withstand the overflow are at last 
under water. People whothought they were 
safe from tze angry river find themsélves 
hemmed in and their danger is the greater 
because of the confidence that prevented 
them from providing against it. 

From every direction come reports of un- 
expected and unprecedented disaster. 

Over at Marion and the adjacent country 
400 people are reported to be lined up on the 
railroad track, over which occasional waves 
sweep that threaten to carry off the desper- 
ate people and live stock. Along the other 
railroads leading out of this city into Ar- 
kansas a similar condition of affairs exists. 

Down on President Island, where it was 

supposed that all persoris in danger had 
been carried off last night, it is learned that 
from fifty to one hundred people were this 
morning standing in the water and praying 
forthe sight of a boat that would take them 
off. 
From Island Forty come reports that the 
water is everywhere, that human beings and 
dumb brutes are huddled together wherever 
shallow water offers standing place. 

There are many other points from which 
come appeals for aid. The Relief commit- 
tee has its hands full. All the local river 
craft have been requisitioned for this duty, 
and Capt. Fitch, in charge of the United 
States fleet, has placed every steam vessel 
and barge in his command at the disposal 
of the committee. 

Nearly 1,000 people have been brought to 
this city already from the overflowed 
country. Most of the refugees are negrocs 
who saved* nothing but the clothes on their 
backs, and maybe. some stock, the latter 
being an incumbrance rather than an as- 
sistance in the matter of finding food and 
accommodations in town. : 

Many rumors of wholesale drowning are 

current, but these cannot be verified. <A 
well defined report reached here last night 
that five colored people had perished near 
Marion, and a colored man and child are 
known to have been drowned at WesT Mem- 
»his. 
: The conditions are undoubtedly such that 
there were will be innumerable fatalities 
before long unless the helpless ones are re- 
lieved. 

The peop!e in andaround Marion, Ark., are 
certain that back in the woods to the rear 
of Marion there has been great loss of life. 

Lawrenceburg, Ky., March 16.—[Special. }]— 
News reached here today of the drowning 
of three unknown mountain men at Lock 
No. 6 on the Kentucky River, a few miies 
from here. They were on a raft or logs 
which became unmanageable in the lock and 
went over the dam. The logs were 
caught at different points down the river. 
So far the bodies have not been recovered.

IT “SHOCKS JOHN BULL. 


DR. A. DONALDSON SMITH’S BOOK OF 
AFRICAN EXPLOITS. 


Thrilling Work of an American Who 
Had to Fight His Way Through 
Hostile Tribes—Passages for Which 
the British Press So Bitterly At- 
tacks Him—Nothing Worse than 
What English Explorers Have Done 
with Eclat—Benefits to Science. 


OHN BULL’S latest 
contribution to the 
laughter of nations 
is his acrimonious 
attack on Dr. A. 
Donaldson Smith of 
Philadelphia for his 
thrilling book, 
* Through UnKnown 
African Countries ”’ 
(Arnold). The book 
has just appeared 
on this side of the 
water, and it proves to be the ‘story of 
one of the most remarkable and _  suc- 
cessful African explorations since Stanley’s. 
The American has proved himself the pos- 
sessor of the very traits of bulldog deter- 
mination that would be lauded to the skies 
in an Englishman. 

The sight of a London paper posing in the 
attitude of righteous horror over the fact 
that Dr. Smith cut his way through hostile 
tribes by the use of the rifle is delightfully 
amusing. There are nations that might as- 
sume such an attitude consistently, but it 
is hardly the one which has already seized 
the lion’s share of Africa by the divine right 
of the machine gun. It does make a differ- 
ence whose ox does the goring. 

Dr. A. Donaldson Smith is a thoroughly 
equipped scientist, with a good consditution, 
an independent fortune, and a chin that 
means business. He has chosen to devote 
his energies and his money to the work of 
exploration, and the field he picked out for 
his first expedition was the white spot on 
the map of northeastern Africa, just south 
of Menelek’s domains. Lake Rudolph was 
Dr. Smith’s objective point, and he got there, 
but through dangers.and opposition that 
would have scared a less determined man to 
death. 


Forming His Caravan. 

in his subtitle the author calls hits trip 
“the first expedition from Somaliland to 
Lake Lamu.’ He sailed from London on 
June 1, 18v4, With a triend, #£ red Gillett, and 
landed at Aden. ‘There he fitted out an ex- 
pedition With about elgnty Somalis, a cor- 
responding caravan of camels, an unlimited 
supply of arms and ammunition, anda stout 
heart. ‘Ihe stout heart and the ammunition 
were all that carried him through those 
eighteen months of peril and fighting, and it 
is these for which the London newspapers 


The explorer’s literary style is as clear and 
pDusInNess-like as himsell. tie apparently 
hides nothing, and records his punching of 
a refractory Somali as unconcernedly as his 
shooting of an enraged lion. He had to do 
the latter a good deal oftener than the for- 
mer, but that he did both judiciously is alt- 
tested by the noble stylein which his Somali 
boys stood by him in the most discouraging 
crises. 

leven before the expedition had gotten out- 
side of Somaliland Wr. Smith began his 
course of discipline. ‘Lhe Somalis, he re- 
marks, are the best savages in Africa, but 
when one of them was caugnt stealing some 
ot his sheep he ordered the lellow to be given 
a good flogging. 

At a later stage.in the journey, while 
among the Koran, Ur. Smith happened to see 
oné of the ostensibly friendly natives se- 
creted behind a bush and aiming a poisoned 
arrow at one ot hiscamel boys. Heinstant- 
ly hred close over the fellow’s head, causing 
him to drop his weapon and cry for mercy. 
rhe would-be murderer’s quiver Was tound 
tull of freshly poisoned arrows, but theonly 
‘punishment administered to him was to take 
away his outfit, give him some sharp cuts 
with a stick, and send him away with a 
warning not tocome back On pain OT dealn. 


Attacked by a Rhinoceros. 


There is much killing of big game record- 
ed throughout the book, but the magnificent 
collections of heads and skins that Dr. Smith 
has given to the British Museum and to the 
Museum of the University of Pennsylvania 
should exonerate him from the charge of 
wanton™@slaughter. Almost every page is 
enlivened with a terse account of an en- 
counter with some hostile creature. One of 
the astonishing revelations of the book is 
found in the fierce and > ageressive- 
ness of the rhinoceroses. t no moment of 
day or night were the travelers secure from 
a sudden charge from these _ relentless 
bullies of the jungle. Dr. Smith actually 
killed many dozens of them in self-defense. 

“The country swargmed with rhinoceros- 
es,’’ says Dr. Smivh, “‘‘and one of them came 
very near giving me a good mauling. I was 
going along a path made by the beasts, with 
iny little caravan behind me, through an 
open space, when suddenly and without 
provocation a rhindceros dashed out of the 
grass and charged directly at us. 

‘**I] stepped aside from the path to get a 
side shot, thinking that the beast would keep 
to a straight course; but he suddenly turned 
on me when only five yards away, and 
charged with lowered head, puffing and 
snorting as only a rhinocéros can. Luckily 
I was carrying my eight-bore, and I had just 
time to give him a shot in the head, when he 
was within three feet of me, and drop him on 
his knees. 

** But it was for an instantonly. The next 
second he was on his legs and at me again. 
This time he got a second shot in the head 
that dropped him long enough for me to 
spxing a few feet aside and run. My boys 
ran in all directions, while the camels 
stampeded, tossing their loads about in con- 
fusion. As it turned out the rhinoceros was 
blinded by my last shot, and soon came toa 
dead halt. I loaded my rifle, took a steady 
aim just behind the shoulder froma distance 
of about thirty yards, and was fortunate in 
dropping him stone dead with a bullet 
through his heart. I hadto be on guard con- 
stantly after this, as there was no slight 
danger of being run down at any moment by 
these African bullies.”’ 


Forced Back by Menclek. 


But the explorers had worse obstacles than 
hostile beasts to contend with as soon as 
they got into the district cursed by Abyssin- 
lan rule. The first taste of Menelek’s power 
came when, they got into the territory of 
Wal-da-Gubbra, one of Menelek’s subordi- 
nates. This old man treated them quite gen- 
erously, but he forbade their going farther 
without Menelek’s permission, and after 
months of delay that permission was flatly 
refused. 

Thus Dr, Smith found himself forced back 
on his own trackinto Somaliiand again, with 
an Abyssinian army at his elbow to see that 
he found the road. Already more than half 
the alotted time for his expedition to Lake 
Rudolphy had elapsed, yet he was scarcely 
started. His Somali followers all wanted to 
go home, and many of them tried to desert. 
But *‘ the master ”’ reminded them of their 
contract in such a forcible physical and 
moral style that nobody deserted and the 
caravan plunged into the territory of the 
hostile Koran. The sturdy style in which the 
Somalis fought their way through Abofila- 
to’s country proves that Dr. Smith must 
have been as just and thoughtful as he was 
severe with them. 

It is this march through the Boran coun- 
try that so greatly disturbs the gentle En- 
glishmen. The hostile savages early showed 
their hand by creeping up and killing one of 
Dr. Smith’s boys and terribly wounding an- 
other with spears. The Somalis immeéediate- 
ly retaliated by tracking the murderer by 
means of the bloody shirt he had stolen 
from his victim and shooting him dead. 

In the meantime Abofilato’s army was 
gathering around the little party in hun- 
dreds. Sleep was no longer to be thought of, 
night or day. After one miserable night, 
with rifles in use at intervals of ten minutes 
the whole time, the morning disclosed great 
masses/ of savages scattered over the valley 
and hilltops. The little party-was compelled 
to march for lack of water, and Dr. Smith 
admits.that he felt like joining his devout 
Somalis in their prayer to Mohammed that 
morning. : 

The party marched slowly along, shad- 
owed by the enemy. After eight hours a 
camp was made in an open space, anda 
zareba or temporary corral constructed. 
Then suddenly the blow fell. - ~° 


Fierce Fight with Savages. 


“The tents were just up and the zareba 
about finished,”” says Dr. th, “ when 
shouts made me aware thatat p of cav- 
alry was approaching. Hastily the camels 
were got into the zareba, and then the mules 
and the cattle. We were refraining from 
shooting as long as possible, but before the 
last bullock’s tail passed into-the zareba 


there were warriors on foot rushing from

| behind every bush on us. The bushes seem<d 


to grow warriors. 

“Then thé firing began. There was a 
stamipede of the cattle, and the mules foi- 
lowed out of the zareba andaway. There 
was time now only to fight, and fight hard. 
The natives were thronging upon us. I fired 
a few loads of 8S. 8. G. shot upon a body of 
cavalry arid then took my Winchester, aim- 
ing at those who were farthest away, know- 
ing that my men could best attend to the 
near ones. Several horses fell, and a gen- 
eral rush ensued on the part of the cavalry 
to get away. 

“The firing was hot and down went war- 
riors, one on top of another. They held 
up their shields to protect themselves, and 
thus offered splendid marks for the rifles. 
On they came for a few minutes, and a few 
got within ten yards of the zareba. But 
the Boran had made a great mistake. They 
had allowed their forces to scatter, and they 
were now obliged to retreat. 

‘*‘But, plucking up courage, the whole 
army of Boran, en masse, soon made a wild 


,rush on our camp, brandishing their spears 


and dancing as they charged. Fortunate- 
ly they came from one direction, and I 
could concentrate my boys to the best ad- 
vantage at that part ofthe zaréeba at which 
the charge was aimed. The punishment 
the natives received was terrible, but stiil 
they came on, regaradless of those that were 
falling about them, and of the din of the 
musketry. 

“The smoke soon became so thick we 
could hardly distinguish our enemy, when 
suddenly the long thrusting spears loomeG 
up amongus. Several of them were actually 
pulling up the bushes from our Zareba. 
The crisis had arrived. Was this to be our 
last moment upon earth—or was that re- 
inforcement of riflement I had just ordered 
from the other side of the camp going to 
turn the tide against ourenemies? But now 
—one more roll of musketry and the noise 
ceased. 

* As the smoke cleared away, only backs 
were to be seen. I rantic to get away the 
poor savages, who had now, for the first 
time, realized that a bullet will pierce a 
shield and kill a horse hundreds of yards 
away, were taking themselves off as fast 
as their legs could carry them.”’ 


Converted to Peace. 


When Dr. Smithecame to reconnoiter he 
found that one of his best men had been 
killed, that all the animals were gone, prob- 
ably forever, and that he was without a 
guide. Dead warriors lay all about the 
encampment and the hyenas had to be kept 
off all night with rifles, There was no tell- 
ing at what momemt Abofilato would return 
with a still larger force. But this deter- 
snined American, in the face of all, began 
pushing on the next morning toward Lake 
Rudolph. Happily they had not gone tar 
when Abofilato’s brother and some other 
chiefs came up with cries of peace, and they 
soon gave good proofs of their actual friend- 
jiness. The rifles had convertedthem. They 
returned the stolen or stampeded animals, 
confessed that their only object had been 
to loot, and’ that they had changed their 
minds about the morality of such a course 
and gave the expedition material help on 
ithe.remainder of its way across their ter- 


_@#itory. 


Farther along on his course Dr. Smith 
found his followers in danger of starving 
from a continued refusal of natives to trade 
with him. He therefore took the bold meth- 
od of seizing a herd of their finest cattle 
and two or three natives, loading the pris- 
oners with presents, and sending word by 
them to their people that the animals would 
we restored as soon as they came to the camp 
With food to sell. The plan seems to have 
worked admirably, and, whatever the over- 
scrupulous may think of the act, it must 
ve admitted that Dr. Smith remunerated the 
eavages beyond all their expectations for all 
that he took. 

‘he pressure under which the explorer 
tived in the whole course of his journey ts 
crolly indicated by the author’s remark: 
“A teciing that in all probability we should 
pe alive a week hence would have been a 
welcome change to us."" They had to be on 
a@ constant watch for treachery, both from 
man and beast. Even among the Bunno,a 
tribe with which the utmost efforts had been 
made for friendly relations, “a disgusting 
affair’’ occurred. Just as the men were 
breaking camp the natives tried to run 
away with three of Dr. Smith's cattle, and 
the men were compelled to fire upon them, 
killing two. 


Lake Rudolph at Last; 


It is quite thrilling to read Dr. Smith’s ac- 
count. of his enthusiasm when at last the 
bright sheet of water called Lake Rudolph, 
whose shores had never before been trodden 
by the foot of a white man, unrolled like a 
parchment in the distance before the weary 
travelers. The leader spent the next daysin 
surveying and mapping the locality, and the 
Somali boys spent the nights in feasting and 
rejoicing. ‘ 

The pleasure of tri@mph was soon marred 
by an attack of fever, and Dr. Smith was 
quite ill for:several days, part of the time 
felirious. Kut his indomitable spirit seems: 
to have overcome this difficuluty like the 
others, and the return march was accom- 
plished with few mishaps.- Af one time an 
alligator seized the arm of one of his faithful 
boys, mutilating it so that it had to be ampu- 
tated, At another a rhinoceros rushed upon 
a Somali and wounded him terribly with its 
horn before Dr. Smith could get his rifle and 
kill the pHrute. 

There are also stirring incidents in which 
Dr. Smith himself had narrow escapes, the 
most critical being the one in which he was 
charged upon by a wounded Jumbo, from 
whose upraised trunk he escaped only by 
throwing himself headlong into a _ thorn 
bush. There is also an amusing acc 
how he was struck by lightning and kr 
insensible for a considerable time. 
that he could give a humorous versli 
such an experience is pretty good pro 
the doctor’s mettle. 

The Royal Geographical Society of Lon- 
don has published Dr. Smith’s maps, and 
there is no doubt as to the great valueof his 
explorations for the British. The author 
even contributes a postscript, in which he 
urges the British to seize: the country he 
traversed, believing such a eourse prefera- 
bHle to the extension of Menelek’s fearfully 
cruel rule. ¢ 

Science is also richly benefited by the ex- 
pedition. Dr. Smith brought home thou- 
sands of specimens, from elephant heads to 
butterflies. He discovered twenty-four new 
species of birds, eleven new reptiles, and 
dozens of insects hitherto unknown to sci- 
ence. And now, before his book is fairly 
launched, he is off for new exploits, being at 
the present moment on the Pacific Ocean en 
route to Corea. 

For sustained and thrilling interest Dr. 
Donaldson Smith’s book surpasses any of 
Stanley’s volumes. Numerous maps, illus- 
trations, appendices, and an index complete 
the work in masterly style.

ROUT FOR MRS. BRUNER. 


CUBAN AUXILIARY BATTLE LEADS 
THE CHAIRMAN TO RESIGN, 


Mrs. Harriet J. Robinson, the Treas- 
urer, Declares the Chief Official 
Has Been Mixing Sectarianism and 
Philanthropy—Public Criticism of 
Secretary Purdy for Buying Quinine 
Without Permission Resented by 
Indorsing the Purchase.

Hysterical and weeping, Mrs. Jane Wood- 
worth Bruner, Chairman of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary to the Cuban Committee of One 
Hundred, faced forty sisters and one brother, 
who opposed her policy at a meeting in Room 
133 Masonic Temple, yesterday afternoon. 

As a result she decided to resign. 

Mrs. Bruner was charged with mixing sec- 

tarian with philanthropic work to the detri- 
ment, in this case, of Cuban relief. It was 
paid She made anti-Catholic-arguments in 
connection with her committee duties. This 
antagonized the Catholic community. The 
accusation was denied amphatically. How- 
ever, the meeting gave Mrs. Bruner the al- 
ternative of ceasing her alleged past con- 
duct or of leaving the chair. 

There was suppressed excitement in the 
assemblage when it met yesterday after- 
noon. Everybody knew what was coming. 

A preliminary skirmish started the hos- 
tilities. Mrs. Bruner publicly criticsed the 
Secretary, Mrs. Martha Munger Purdy, for 
the purchase, without consent, of 60,00@ 
grains of quinine for the insurgents. Mrs. 
Purdy founded the auxiliary and has many 
friends in the body. She and they were 
greatly surprised when Mrs. Bruner crit- 
icised her. Her purchase was indorsed by 
the meeting, thus scoring against the Cpair- 
man. 

Mrs. Harriet J. Robinson, the Treasurer, 
in the name of thé auxiliary, then in- 
formed the Chairman of the _ decision 
reached, that she must cease mixing sec- 
tarianism with. philanthropy or resign. 

‘It is not true,” cried Mrs. Bruner, who 
was white with anger. ‘It is malicious 
persecution. I never have preached against 
Catholicism in an auxiliary meeting.”’ 

** But you have done so outside and used 
our name in connection with what you said,” 
replied the Treasurer. 

Leaving the chair, Mrs. Bruner stepped 
to the middle of the floor and again denied 
the accusation. 
of hysterical weeping, and declaring she 
was abused, she snatched her wraps from 
the table and attempted to leave the room. 

A woman sprang up from her seat near 
the door, crying out, * I'll be your friend!” 
and led the excited Chairman back. 

Mrs. Bruner, who then said she would 
not resign her office, requested the members 
to meet unofficially at her residence, No. 
6142 Ingleside avenue, on Thursday, at 10 
a. mM,

cluded to hand in her resignation at the 
next assemblage of the auxiliary, on Tues- 
oo March 23, in Room 1303 Masonic Tem- 
ple. “ .
